OTTAWA (CP) — New- 
Democratic Party Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent says 
he’ll force Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau and Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
Leader Joe Clark to talk 
about "the real election 
issues" in Sunday’s tele¬ 
vision debate. 

He told audiences in 
Toronto and Ottawa Sat¬ 
urday that Clark and 
Trudeau have been 
avoiding bread and but¬ 
ter issues in the general 
election campaign. 

The real issues, said 
Broadbent, are unem¬ 
ployment, inflation, the 
falling dollar and foreign 
domination of the Cana¬ 
dian economy. 

The NDP leader also 
dismissed the latest Gal¬ 
lup poll showing that his 
party’s strength has 
dipped to 16 points from 
17 among the decided 
voters for the May 22 
balloting. 

Broadbent said private 
party polls taken this 
week show the NDP has 
gained votes pot only in 
Metro Toronto where 18 
seats are at stake but 
right across the country. 

“We will take seats 
from both the Liberals 
and the Tories," he pre¬ 
dicted. 

Liberals 
only lead 
by 1 point 

TORONTO (CP) — 
The latest Gallup Poll 
shows the Liberals are 
down four points across 
the country since the 
April poll and now lead 
the Conservatives by just 
one point. 

The new poll taken 
May 3-5 by the Canadian 
Institute of Public Opin¬ 
ion shows the Liberals 
with 39 per cent of the 
decided voters, the Con¬ 
servatives remain un¬ 
changed with 38 and the 
NDP is down one to 16. 

There is a significant 
drop in the level of unde¬ 
cided voters — to 11 per 
cent from 32 per cent 
early in April. 


I was tortured, ’ 
says freed rebel

SAN SALVADOR (AP) — A revolutionary leader 
freed in a bid to end a growing revolt against the 
government of El Salvador, says he was tortured in 
prison. His rebel supporters took over the Venezuelan 
embassy, the fourth building seized since the crisis 
began May 4. 

Facundo Guardado, a Popular Revolutionary- 
Bloc leader freed on Friday, told a news conference 
after his release that he was tortured with electic 
shocks during his 12-days in government jails.

Kidnap victim escapes, 
one of her captors slain 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (UPI — The 
wife of wealthy Chicago and Palm Springs 
investor Harry Chaddick was kidnaped for 
$1 million ransom but managed to escape 
unharmed from her captors, one of whom 
was slain by authorities, it was disclosed 
Saturday. 

Elaine Chaddick, 65. held for three days, 
was found walking in the desert by tier 
husband and FBI agents Friday night. 
News of the abduction was withheld by- 
authorities until Saturday.

Before his wife was located, a package 
containing $193,000 was dropped by Chad¬ 
dick at a designated spot in an isolated 


desert wash northeast of Palm Springs 
Friday night. 

A motoreyle rider who picked up the 
money was shot to death when he opened 
fire on FBI agents and other law enforce¬ 
ment officers nearby, the FBI reported. 
The money was recovered. 

During the shootout near the drop site, 
two occupants of a camper, a man and a 
woman, also fired On authorities. They fled 
on foot and eluded searchers. 

Mrs. Chaddick, who came through the 
ordeal unharmed, said her captors left her 
alone on a desert plateau while they went 
to pick up the ransom. She was not bound 
and decided to start walking. 


Drift, decline 
our targets, 
says Thatcher 

PERTH, Scotland (Reuter) — British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher, in her first major speech to a 
Conservative party gathering since it swept to vic¬ 
tory in the recent general election, said Saturday 
she intends to make a decisive break from the 
“drift and decline of recent years.” 

Mrs. Thatcher, addressing 
a rally of Scottish Conserva¬ 
tives, referred to next Tues¬ 
day’s opening of a new par¬ 
liamentary session when the 
queen will read the govern¬ 
ment-drafted speech outlin¬ 
ing the legislative program 
for the next 17 months. 

"On Tuesday we shall set 
out our program for tackling 
this great task. It will be a 
new beginning. It will mark 
a decisive break from the 
drift and decline of recent 
years. But in the deepest 
sense there is nothing radi¬ 
cally new in our proposals. 

They arc changes to bring 
back what we all regret hav¬ 
ing lost.” 

Mrs. Thatcher said her 
government will repeal the 
legislation allowing for a 
separate Scottish assembly 
but added: "We would like to 
see agreement between the 
parties because this is the 
soundest basis for constitu¬ 
tional reform."

Thatcher 
‘a decisive break' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — U.S. and Soviet officials 
began work Saturday on a Vienna summit agenda 
that is expected to include “a practical conversation" 
between President Carter and President Brezhnev 
about Russian moves in Africa, Vietnam and other 
trouble spots. 

Soviet Ambassador Anatoli Dobrynin spent an 
hour in conference with State Secretary Cyrus Vance, 
national security adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and i • w 
their top Soviet-specialty 

"They discussed the pro¬ 
posed agenda for the sum¬ 
mit and a number of items 
for possible discussion” be¬ 
tween Carter and Brezhnev 
at the June 15-18 S.A.L.T. II 
treaty signing summit, State 
Department spokesman 
Susan Pittman said. 

"This is the first of many 
such meetings between now 
and the summit." 

Other administration offi¬ 
cials indicated the recent¬ 
ly concluded strategic arms 
limitations accord will not be 
the only topic on the agenda 
in Vienna. 

Among other things, they 
said, Carter and Brezhnev 
are expected to review the 
competitive activities of the 
two super powers throughout 
the world, with U.S. interest 
focusing especially on Rus¬ 
sian military moves in Afri¬ 
ca. Vietnam and Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

"There will be a practical 
conversation ... so that there 
be no misunderstanding of 
each other’s views," said 
one official. “I don’t think 
that can be avoided.” 

The officials also said 
Carter and Brezhnev are ex¬ 
pected to review possibilities 
for progress in other arms 
control negotiations, includ¬ 
ing efforts to hammer out a 
comprehensive nuclear test 
ban, reduce forces in Central 
Europe and outlaw so-called 
satellite-killers.

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SUDBURY, Ont. (CP) — A 
bitter eight month strike at 
Inco Metals Co. will continue 
following rejection of the 
proposed contract Saturday 
night by the members of 
Local 6500. United Steel 
workers of America. 

Fifty-seven per cent ol 
about 9.500 miners and 
smelter workers rejected 
the contract, which union ne¬ 
gotiators had said would 
give the w orkers an increase 
of $3.50 an hour in wages and 
benefits over three years. 

Gilbert Gilchrist, chief 
union spokesman, said he 
didn’t expect the member¬ 
ship to reject the contract. 
But he said he would talk to 
Ontario government media¬ 
tors today about reopening 
negotiations. 

A tentative settlement of 
the strike, which started 
Sept. 15 when 11.700 workers 
walked off their jobs, was 
reached last Sunday in To¬ 
ronto when union and com¬ 
pany negotiators signed a 
memorandum of settle¬ 
ment. 

Although the contract was 
recommended by It of the 
union's 19-member negotiat¬ 
ing committee, members in¬ 
dicated at fhree stormy 
meetings last week that in 
view of the length of the 
strike the contract was not 
good enough. 


Kennedy rekindles 
energy plan attack 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
resumed his attacks on 
President Carter's oil price 
decontrol plans Saturday, is¬ 
suing a critique even more 
scathing than the one that 
infuriated Carter last week. 

In a commencement ad¬ 
dress at Howard University, 
Kennedy renewed his con¬ 
tention that the decontrol 
plan will deal a staggering 
economic blow to America's 
poor and middle-income fa¬ 
milies, while hardly fazing 
the rich and fattening oil 
company profits. 

And, as thbugh accepting a 
challenge, he went right 
back to an issue that led 
Carter to accuse him, at a 
news conference last Mon¬ 
day, of talking “baloney." 

Discussing the president's 
proposal to accompany de¬ 
control with a windfall 
profits tax, Kennedy noted 
that administration officials 
were upset by his recent con¬ 
tention that this tax would be 
ineffective. 

“Their own figures tell the 
story,” he said, adding that 
the administration esti¬ 
mates the oil industry would 
make additional profits of 


$57 billion over the next six 
years while paying only $7 
billion more in taxes. 

“Even the phrase ’decon¬ 
trol' itself is misleading,” 
Kennedy said, because price 
levels will be set by the 
major petroleum exporting 
nations, with the U.S. oil in¬ 
dustry following suit. 

Hitting hardest at the eco¬ 
nomic impact issue, how¬ 
ever, Kennedy said elderly

Many Southern California 
motorists, not even sure service 
stations would open, camped out 
overnight just to be first in line for 
gas Saturday during the gas¬ 
scarce weekend. 

"I got here at 1 a m. with my 
blankets and my pillow and just 
didn't leave,” said Helen Bishop, 
No. 15 in a two-mile line outside a 
Manhattan Beach station. “A tank 
truck pulled in about 5:30 a.m., so 
at least we know he’s got gas.” 


California was hardest hit in the 
nation but other states were begin- 
ing to feel the gas crunch. In 
Nevada, where tourist business 
depends heavily on Californians 
who drive there, at least 500 work¬ 
ers had already lost their jobs. 
Nevada officials said the figure 
would reach 3,000 By the end of the 
month. 

Tempers flared on California 
lines.

"I’m just going to have to take 
my chances,” she said. "I’m a 
nurse and I have to get to work and 
I just hope he’ll understand.” 

At a nearby car wash a sign 
proclaimed in three-foot high let¬ 
ters, "No Gas.” Some waited any¬ 
way. 

“I called last night and the 
woman said there was a chance 
they’d get another load,” said Ber- 
nie Kotzin. “I've been coming here 
since this thing started. I must 
have the cleanest car in ’Califor¬ 
nia.”

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Rhodesian 
draws gun 
on youths 

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) — James Chikere- 
ma, vice-president of Prime Minister-elect Abel 
Muzorewa’s party, Saturday stormed out of a political 
meeting at which his expulsion was demanded and 
then drew a gun on youths who tried to pull him 
back. 

Muzorewa, whose rift with Chtkerenia threatens his 
ability to govern, was not at the party congress. 

OFFICIALLY, THE congress of Muzorewa's United 
African National Council was held to redefine the role of the 
UANC now that it is to become a ruling party. 

Many delegates at the political meeeting demanded Chi- 
kerema be expelled for having charged that the party is run 
by a "tribal mafia” and saying Muzorewa indulges in 
tribalism, nepotism and dictatorship. 

At the acrimonious session. Chikerema refused toapolo- 
gize or explain his charge against Muzorewa. 

TO THE SHOUTS of “Kick him out! Kick him out!" 
Chikerema left. 

He said youths belonging to the “Eye of the People." a 
youth intelligence corps set up by Muzorewa, tried to pull 
him back into the hall as he was about to get Into his car. 

Although he was escorted by bodyguards, including two 
normally assigned to Prime Minister Ian Smith. Chikerema. 
co-minister of transport in the present transitional govern¬ 
ment. drew a pistol. 

"THEY RAN away," Chikerema said of the youths. He 
said the weapon was loaded but no shots were fired. 

Earlier Saturday, the leaders of two wings of the guerrilla 
movement, meeting in Ethiopia, announced a joint opera- 
lions command to fight the new black-led government.

stolen 

coins 

found 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
(UPI) — Authorities 
Saturday recovered 
more than 1.000 an¬ 
cient coins, ending a 
long hunt for the out¬ 
standing portion of a 
$2 million Greek and 
Roman coin collection 
stolen in 1973 from 
Harvard University’s 
Fogg Museum. 

The last of the recover¬ 
able coins were found 
buried in brown paper 
bags somewhere in 
Middlesex county, al¬ 
though police refused 
to give the exact loca¬ 
tion. 

Another 1.800 of the very 
rare coins were re¬ 
covered in Quincy last 
week and half of the 
more than 7,000 in the 
collection were found 
in 1974 in a wooded 
area in Lincoln. R.I. 
and in a safe deposit 
box in Montreal. 

At the time, the Dec. 2, 
1973 theft was the lar¬ 
gest of its kind on rec¬ 
ord. A gang of armed 
men overpowered a se¬ 
curity guard and fled 
with what museum of¬ 
ficials then called an 
"irreplaceable" col¬ 
lection. 

Four people were arrest¬ 
ed and convicted for 
the armed robbery in 
1976. 

Norfolk County District 
Attorney William Dela- 
hunt said Saturday 
State Police Major 
John Regan and his 
force recovered the 
coins in Middlesex 
County.

The Soviet announcement, 
which was made with a mini¬ 
mum of fanfare, described 
the summit as "tentative," 
and the same terminology 
cropped up in Izvestia’s 
comment. 

“Truly long-awaited news 
proclaiming an event of 
enormous significance,” de¬ 
clared the Soviet editorial, 
which was signed by Izvestia 
political observer Stanislav 
Kondrashov. 

"Thus may be described 
the announcement of a forth¬ 
coming Soviet-American 
summit meeting in Vienna 
(tentatively on June 15- 
18)." 

Western diplomats said 
they were puzzled by the ■ 
Soviet inclusion of the word 
“tentatively," but speculat¬ 
ed that it was simply hedging 
against possible last-minute 
delays caused by the iincer-

Diving teams fail 
in hunt for men 

GALVESTON, Tex. (AP) — Diving teams reached the 
wreckage of a sunken drilling rig Saturday but found no 
sign of eight men missing and feared drowned when 
the 13-ton platform collapsed with 31 workers aboard 

The divers — working with only about one-metre of visi¬ 
bility and hampered by debris which snagged their air 
hoses — entered the wreckage late Saturday and con¬ 
tinued their efforts to locate the missing men all day. 

"We're going to work around the clock until we exhaust 
all evidence that someone might or might not be alive." an 
official said said. 

The rescue effort was on the bottom of the Gulf of 
Mexico. 17 metres below the surface and 20 kilometres 
south of Galveston. 

"We have gained entrance to the state room under the 
heli pad and made a number of searches, but found noth¬ 
ing," said Steve Utthoff, vice-president of Schaefer Diving 
Co. of Freeport.

Fuel crunch fertilized 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
Some motorists have been 
illegally required to get their 
cars washed in order to pur¬ 
chase gasoline during the 
current fuel.crunch. But 
being forced to buy fertiliz¬ 
er? 

Chris Sutton, a staff assis¬ 
tant in the district attorney’s 
office, said the office had 
received “hundreds of com¬ 
plaints” from consumers 
about alleged violations of 
the odd-even-days rationing 
plan. 


"We've probably received 
about one call a minute,” 
Sutton said, adding that Fri¬ 
day was the “worst day” 
thus far. 

Sutton said most com¬ 
plaints were being referred 
to local police. The district 
attorney’s office, however, 
was handling stations using 
a so-called “tie-in” 
scheme—requiring motor¬ 
ists to purchase another ser¬ 
vice in order to receive gaso¬ 
line. 

“One station was even 


selling a brand of fertilizer," 
he said. 

Many stations are built so 
that the only exit is through 
the car wash. 

"We’re also getting com¬ 
plaints from people who call 
the police and find the police 
don’t want to take com¬ 
plaints. One problem is that 
the governor’s office did not 
send out enough copies of the 
regulations. 

“We’re trying to go 
through our office to inform 
the police that they do have

Arms lying ruled out 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. (UPI) 
— U S. arms control chief 
George Seignious told busi¬ 
ness leaders Saturday there 
was no way the Soviet Union 
could cheat effectively on 
the S.A.L.T. II treaty with¬ 
out being caught by U.S, in¬ 
telligence. 

Challenged by former 
S.A.L.T. negotiator Paul 
Nitze, who said the treaty 
was bad for reasons other 
than verification, Seignious 
said the United States would 
use “a wide variety of so¬ 
phisticated systems” includ¬ 
ing spy satellites “to monitor 
the entire spectrum of Soviet 
strategic forces and activi¬ 
ties." 

President Carter mean¬ 
time kept his public lobbying 
for Senate ratification of 
S.A.t.T. II going at a daily 
pace. 

"If we should sign it and 
then reject it," he told news 
executives in a White House 
interview, "we would lose 
our competitive ability to 
reach effectively the hearts 
and minds of other people' 
around the world who will be 
making a choice between 
us...and the So¬ 
viets ... for military, politi¬ 
cal, trade alliances." 

Seignious, director of the 
Arms Control and Disarma¬ 
ment Agency, addressed the 
Business Council, 100 pres-

ent and former chief execu¬ 
tives of major corporations 
who meet periodically with 
federal officials. 

S.A.L.T. II, which Carter 
and Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev plan to sign June 
15 in Vienna, limits the num¬ 
ber of strategic nuclear 
weapons on each side and 
puts qualitative restrictions 
on weapons technology. 

It leaves verification to the 
independent intelligence ca¬ 
pabilities of each country, 
but it bans deliberate con¬ 
cealment that would impede 
such verification and forbids 
interference with intelli¬ 
gence monitoring efforts. 

In the Senate ratifications 
debate. S.A.L.T. opponents 
will make a major issue of 
their view that the United 
States cannot adequately 
verify Soviet compliance, 
especially now that it has 
lost key monitoring stations 
in Iran. 

“In SALT," Seignious 
said, “we do not rely on 
trust, or faith, or hope, or the 
Soviets’ signature, because 
to put it bluntly we are deal¬ 


ing with our principal adver¬ 
sary. 

“1 know of no way the 
Soviets could cheat on a 
scale which could affect the 
strategic balance without 
being caught by our intelli¬ 
gence,” he said. 

The business group heard 
criticism of S.A.L.T. II from 
Nitze, a former deputy de¬ 
fence secretary and former 
S.A.L.T. negotiator, who 
said verification is not the 
main issue. 


He said the Soviets will 
have little need to cheat be¬ 
cause S.A.L.T. II will give 
them a big advantage in 
lurge. modern land-based 
missiles and in other ways. 

Soviet nuclear power is 
growing at such a rate. Nitze 
said, that the Russians will 
be able to destroy 90 per cent 
of U.S. land-based intercon¬ 
tinental missiles by the early 
1980s, using only 30 per cent 
of their own ICBM force. 

He said the United States 
cannot reverse this trend 
under S.A.L.T. n and the 
Senate should demand ap¬ 
propriate modifications to 
the treaty.

Hovering 
in the wings 

SOME SIGNS that wage and price controls may 
yet be an important issue before May 22 are 
showing. Mr. Broadbent and his followers are 
advocating a “commission” of sorts which 
will monitor prices with authority to roll them 
back if they become excessive. So far they have 
been careful not to mention wages for fairly 
obvious reasons. Mr. Trudeau has made noises 
about the “market” on several occasions, even 
before the election was called, threatening to 
take action if the business world did not be¬ 
have. The Conservatives, having lost one elec¬ 
tion by mentioning “controls”, have been care¬ 
ful to stay away from the subject. They may 
not be able to preserve this silence. 

So far there has not been very much Solid 
evidence that anyone has been profiteering — 
profiting undoubtedly, but not the unpardon¬ 
able offence. Some rather fantastic increases 
in profits have been registered but they often 
turn out to be percentage increases which say 
nothing about the previous levels on which they 
are based. A 50 per cent increase in an inade¬ 
quate profit can still be far from sufficient. 

Since inflation increases the risk involved 
in recovering enough from sales to restock 
(and borrowing is expensive) there is continual 
pressure to keep prices to the consumer well 
ahead of operating costs. It is simply a 
very human reaction to an element which 
makes market prediction much more diffi¬ 
cult. ■ 

A distinguished American economist, 
Arthur Okun, does not believe that the in¬ 
flation of today is the traditional kind — that 
caused by too much money entering the mar¬ 
ket. He informed a prestigious audience in 
Toronto recently that today’s inflation is the 
wage-price variety. This, he suggests, must 
be countered by an “incomes policy” which can 
consist of wage and price controls, tax rewards 
and penalties and a social contract between 
government and the producing sector. It all has 
a familiar ring 

By no means all economists agree with Mr. 
Okun. but tossing out old ideas is popular, 
particularly when they new ones fall in line 
with what a large group of people want to 
believe. To Mr. Okun, Mr. Broadbent is on 
the right track and the now defunct price and 
wage controls we had could be acceptable with 
some modification. 

Whether or not Mr. Okun’s “bandwagon” 
gets rolling is an open question, but two of the 
federal parties can jump aboard, if they 
want to, without changing their stride. Mr. 
Clark is in a difficult position. A “me too” 
approach would be a disaster but complete 
silence could be just as bad. 


Money-maker? 

IT IS WELL KNOWN that monotony is one of 
the hazards of highway driving. It has lulled 
many a motorist into a slumber from which 
there is no awakening. Others, with more ac¬ 
tive minds, relieve boredom by playing games 
involving a knowledge of geography or the 
names of insects and such like. 

But there is no room in commuter runs 
and normal city driving (if there is such a thing 
as normality in city driving) for diversionary 
amusements to enliven the time. It is inevita¬ 
ble. though, that some sort of mental activity 
will be stimulated by the immediate surround¬ 
ings. 

In mind is a recent drive westward at the 30 
mph posted speed limit along a long stretch of 
Bay Street. Starting off on a green light at its 
Richmond Road beginning. Bay Street gives 
you a red-stop at every one of its traf¬ 
fic-controlled intersections. But, at a few 
miles-an-hour faster than the limit, a green 
light shines out a greeting every time. The 
' same can be said, no doubt, for other 30 
mph city streets just as it can be for the faster 
Patricia Bay Highway. 

It would seem that traffic engineers, or 
whoever calls the tune in these matters, are 
timing the lights to frustrate motorists who 
observe the law in their travel. 

What it amounts to is encouragement of 
“speeding” which might be taken as a means 
to create a bonanza in fines.

An inadequate and unsuitable response 
to an extremely dangerous development 


LONDON — So total has been the 
preoccupation of the media in Britain 
with the British election that the rest 
of the world as been left to go on its 
way almost unnoticed. American 
newspapers and news bulletins never 
pay nearly as much attention as the 
European media to world affairs; and 
the coverage, especially on television, 
Is apt to be so superficial as to be 
positively misleading. 

But what has been happening re¬ 
cently along a great arc from the 
Mediterranean to Afghanistan, ur¬ 
gently requires sophisticated analysis. 
The Islamic revival — the surge of 
Moslem fundamentalism — is not easy • 
for people in the West to understand, 
but it concerns the West, politically, 
economically and strategically. 

Nobody knpws yet what kind of 
regime will emerge in Iran. Its nomi¬ 
nal government has no power. The 
shadowy group referred to as "the 
Revolutionary Council" has been re¬ 
sponsible for putting the Ayatollah 
Khomeini's ruthless dictates into 
practice; but the council itself has now 
admitted, in its first public utterance, 
that “the revolutionary guards” are 
“not completely under control.” 


Who are these "revolutionary 
guards”? Again there is no clear an¬ 
swer. They are men with guns organ¬ 
ized. by local committees. They do a 
lot of killing. Some of the killing is 
official, executions after a drumhead 
trial for such crimes as "declaring 
war on God and His prophet,” "defil¬ 
ing all that is sacred” and "corrup¬ 
tion on earth." Other killings are part 
of a still undetermined power strug¬ 
gle. 

Pakistan's version of Islamic law 
has been made no less brutally explicit 
by General Zia. He has promised a 
regime as strict as the Ayatollah's. 
Even in a more relaxed country such 
as Egypt, President Sadat is under 
pressure, and perhaps in danger, from 
fanatical Moslems who not only resent 
bitterly his treaty with Israel but want 
to turn Egypt into a theocratic Islamic 
state. 

Malta, where the Knights of St. 
John once held Islam at bay and 
which, in the Second World War, re¬ 
sisted with astonishing heroism the 
fury of the German air force, seems 
now to have been delivered, because of 
Dr. Mintoff’s vanity and anti-British 
bile, into the hands of another Moslem 
zealot — Colonel Gaddafi of Libya.

Martyrdom of war criminals 
announced six months later 


Times have changed. Hi- 
dek! Tojo, who symbolized 
imperialist Japan during the 
Second World War, and 13 
other war criminals, have 
' been enshrined as "mar¬ 
tyrs" of contemporary 
Japan. 

A lieutenant-general in the 
imperial Japanese army, 
Tojo was prime minister 
when Japanese naval air¬ 
craft staged their devastat¬ 
ing raid on Pearl Harbor in 
Hawaii on Dec. 7, 1941. The 
sneak attack enraged the 
United States and brought 
the country actively into the 
war 

Tojo resigned just before 
Japan surrendered in 1945. 
He was tried and hanged for 
his role in starting the war. 

His enshrinement, which 
took place on Oct. 17 last 
year, deified him in the eyes 
of Shinto, the Japanese reli¬ 
gion of ancestor worship. 

The Japan Times says the 
decision to honor Tojo and 
other class-A war criminals 
was made by authorities of 
Yasukuni shrine which until 
the end of the war was a 
supreme symbol of Shin¬ 
toism. 

The puzzle is why shrine 
authorities decided to make

the enshrinement public six 
months after the event. 

Yasukuni, located about 
one kilometre from the Im¬ 
perial Palace in Tokyo, has 
been the subject of much 
political controversy since 
Japan regained her indepen¬ 
dence in 1952. 

Before and during the Sec¬ 
ond World War the shrine 
was revered by Japanese 
fighting men as the ultimate 
resting place. Kamikaze sui¬ 
cide pilots vied with each 
other for early death in 
combat to earn seniority in 
the "world of immportals.” 

One of the largest and 
most important in Japan, 
the shrine was once a state 
institution. But a post-war 
constitution ostensibly 
turned it into a private reli¬ 
gious organization funded 
by contributions. 

For years conservative 
Japanese politicians — 
many of them rehabilitated 
war- criminals — tried to 
bring Yasukuni back to state 
control. Each time strong 
public protests prevented 
passage of the necessary 
legislation.

Colonel Gadaffi and the Ayatollah 
and General Zia and the Moslem fa¬ 
natics who follow them are not Com¬ 
munist pawns; indeed the resurgence 
of Islam presents a problem to the 
Soviet Union too. But they are, for 
reasons partly psychological, partly 
historical, partly theological, pro¬ 
foundly anti-Western — and therefore 
ripe to be exploited by the Communist 
chessmasters. Islam is also subject to 
deep Internal schisms. 

There is ho simple moral; or, rath¬ 
er, the moral is simply that the situa¬ 
tion is not simple. The conventional 
knee-jerk reaction of Western liberals 
— their hostility to the Shah, for ex¬ 
ample — is a whhjly inadequate and 
unsuitable response to. an extremely 
dangerous development. Our ances¬ 
tors might have understood it more 
clearly, and responded to it more 
firmly, than we do. 


A dismaying catalogue 



Nagayoshi Matsudaira. says 
enshrinement of Tojo and 
his associates completes a 
long process of restoring 
honor for those men “who 
dedicated their lives for the 
state." 

The enshrinement ap¬ 
peared to be an unofficial 
event until Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira recently 
paid a "private” visit to Ya¬ 
sukuni and signed the visi¬ 
tors' book. 

His visit was not the first 
by a government leader. All 
of Ohira's conservative pre¬ 
decessors visited the shrine 
and paid homage to the 
dead. About 2.4 million Jap¬ 
anese soldiers who fought 
and died in wars during the 
last 100 years are enshrined 
in Yasukuni. 

The Times quoted Matsu¬ 
daira as saying that Ohira 
“made an offering of 100,000 
yen (about $500) to the 
gods." 

As Ohira went through a 
"purification" ritual inside 
the shrine, about 40 Chris¬ 
tians demonstrated outside 
behind “human barricades 
of policemen," the news¬ 
paper says. 

A protester who was not 
Identified said: "Enshrine¬ 
ment of class-A war crimi¬ 
nals who led a war of ag¬ 
gression is an outrageous 
act which contributes to a 
revival of militarism and 
Shintoism.” 

The Christians were not 
alone in protesting Ohira's 
visit to Yasukuni. 

The Maniniehl Shimbun 
newspaper commented that 
"the shrine is producing 
political complications.” 

It said enshrinement of 
war criminals "has made us 
think again of what Yasu¬ 
kuni shrine is and what war 
responsibility was." 


Some serious subjects are 
rarely discussed in the cur¬ 
rent election campaign.

pointless answers. 

At least twice in recent 
months the government has 
wielded the notorious Offi¬ 
cial Secrets Act, a law auth¬ 
orizing secret trials and al¬ 
most unlimited invasion of 
the individual’s privacy in 
the nebulous name of “na¬ 
tional security". Montreal 
engineer Peter Treu suc¬ 
cessfully appealed his con¬ 
viction under the act. The 
Toronto Sun, accused of ille¬ 
gally receiving and publish¬ 
ing an RCMP report on Rus¬ 
sian intelligence activities in 
Canada, won its fight when 
Provincial Court Judge Carl 
Waisberg found It impos¬ 
sible to enforce so vague a 
law. A document stamped 
"top secret," he reasoned, 
“cannot be secret by the 
mere stamping itself. It 
must be secret by its na¬ 
ture.” That the nature is no¬ 
where defined in the act 
is a failing symptomatic of 
the federal Liberals' gen¬ 
eral philosophy of govern¬ 
ment. 

In 1973, Prime Minnistcr 
Pierre Trudeau presented 
guidelines to set the limits of 
conflict of interest, to keep 
cabinet ministers and civil 
servants from using their 
jobs for private gain. They 
were ambiguous and inef¬ 
fectual guidelines, designed 
as holding measures until a 
comprehensive bill could be 
drafted and passed. The bill 
was introduced on June 26, 
1978. It died on the order 
paper. It was resurrected 
last October. And once agan, 
it died on the order paper. 

In - a parallel case, the 
Freedom of Information Act 
broached in 1969 by former 
Justice Minister John Turn¬ 
er has been systematically 
dug under and turfed up by 
each succeeding cabinet. 
Mr. Turner conceived of a 
law to provide public access 
to government documents in 
all but a few cases, and, if 
cabinet ministers refused to 
hand over the information, 
to assure the public of a 
judicial review. By the time 
Secretary of State John Ro¬ 
berts revived the issue this 
year, the Freedom of Infor 
mation Act had degenerated 
into a secrecy act prevent¬ 
ing access in cases where 
the release of documents 
might touch on such wispy 
areas as (again) national se¬ 
curity. Even this diluted 
version failed to become 
law. 

Instead, we were forced to 
learn from the United 
States, where freedom of 
information laws are at 
least worthy of the name, 
that Canada had participat¬ 
ed in an international cartel

of uranium producers to in¬ 
crease the world price of 
uranium. No sooner had the 
news broken than the cabi¬ 
net passed an order-in-coun- 
cil in 1977 making it illegal 
for Canadians to discuss the 
matter, an order modified 
only after the Conservative 
Party challenged it in the 
courts. 

The government has re¬ 
fused to release documents 
prepared, at public expense, 
as a basis for legislation 
presented in the House. It 
has asked the Commons to 
vote on bills without saying 
whether subsequent regula¬ 
tions might alter the spirit of 
those bills. 

We have been promised a 
half-written bill on soliciting 
with no explicit definition of 
what soliciting is. We have 
been promised a new ob¬ 
scenity bill which would con¬ 
tinue to prohibit "undue ex¬ 
ploitation" without defining 
the word “undue". We have 
been promised for years 
that Canada's draconian 
penalties for possession of 


marijuana would be at least 
reduced; Justice Minister 
Marc Lalonde himself ques¬ 
tioned "whether you can 
continue to have a law that 
is really rejected by such o 
large number of your citi¬ 
zens.” But the law remains 
on the books, and a large 
number of citizens continue 
to receive criminal records. 

Throughout the decade, 
like a running chorus. 
RCMP officers have planted 
wiretaps, broken into of¬ 
fices, used confidential 
medical information to dis¬ 
rupt organizations, burned 
barns, stolen dynamite and 
opened mail, while the so¬ 
licitors-general have 

claimed, in the words of for¬ 
mer Solicitor-General Jean- 
Pierre Goyer, that “it never 
crossed my mind that the 
RCMP could conceive of 
using a criminal act.” 

It is almost impossible to 
conceive of a government 
which could operate so 
frightening a system in so 
inept a manner. Yet we have 
had that government. For 11 
years.

The alternative, still 
practised in scores of countries, is civil war.

For months now, both major contestants In the 
battle will analyse the results. They will agonize over 
what went wrong, where and why. 

Many political pundits.-including myself, with the 
hrip of 20-20 hindsight, will suddenly realize why their 
predictions didn’t materialize. 
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ELECTION was one of the few 
more than just a winner and 


THURSDAY’S 
which resulted in 
loser. 

The government was the clear winner. It was 
re-elected and has now been charged with guiding our 
fortunes for the next three and a half or four years. 

The.NDP, although it lost the election, strengthened 
its position considerably. It picked up eight seats and 
Increased its popular vote to 46 per cent. 

The public was a winner in the election, no matter 
how the individual voted. The narrowing of the Social 
Credit majority will result in more responsive govern-' 
ment. 

Large majorities make for arrogance in govern¬ 
ment. It can't be avoided. W.A.C. Bennett’s government 
showed considerable arrogance. When the NDP was 
swept to power in 1972, arrogance soon set in and 
William Bennett’s first term in office was marked 
by a degree of arrogance. 

A FIVE-SEAT MAJORITY, which will shrink to 
four seats after Mr. Speaker has been appointed, leaves 
no room for arrogance. Better legislation, better de¬ 
bate. better government will be the result. 

In addition, the NDP has elected some excellent 
members who will strengthen the opposition. Frank 
Howard of Skeena and Stuart Leggatt of Coquit¬ 
lam-Moody are both men to be reckoned with. 

And the stronger the opposition, the better our 
system of government works. The role of Her Maj¬ 
esty's Loyal Opposition is as important to parliamen¬ 
tary democracy as that of the governing party, some¬ 
times more so. 

The defeat in Oak Bay of Tory leader Vic Stephens, 
and thereby the demise of that party in provincial 
politics, is to be lamented, as is the final departure from 
the Legislature of the Liberal party. 

Voters should have a third choice, but Canada 
seems to be drifting more and more toward the 
two-party system and there’s nothing anyone can do 
about it. 

IT'S ALL OVER for a few more years. Regardless 
of how you voted, William Bennett is premier. He holds 
that office in accordance with the wishes of the people 
and if you're still drying your tears, you should remem¬ 
ber what the premier said after his victory. 

Every party, every candidate, he said, has essen¬ 
tially the interests of the people at heart. 

They may differ in their approaches to solving 
problems. They may disagree on economic and social 
measures. They may object to the others’ style of 
politics, but in the end, they do want the best for the 
people. 

It’s time now to consolidate, to bury the arms, to 
forget the differences, until a few years hence, when the 
battle at the polls begins anew.

Fortunately, people who read newspapers remem¬ 
ber the big headlines but often forget the details. And 
that fact of life is saving me from a great deal of embar¬ 
rassment today. 

Having been complimented on the accuracy of my 
election forecast of 31 Social Credit, 26 NDP, I should let 
matters rest. But the truth will come out and better it 
comes from me than others. 

If you break down the riding by riding results, I was 
right on 34, wrong on 11 and my 12 doubtful seats went 
seven NDP and five Social Credit.

The public plundered 


Canadians have cause 
for pride, optimism 


Your editorial bemoaning 
the fact that 44 per cent of 
the public believe that the 
prime minister is the best 
leader for Canada, while 
only 19 per cent believe Mr. 
Clark is best, once again 
causes me to write to you. 

You claim that the record 
of the government over the 
past 11 years is bad, and yet 
you quite fail to mention 
that the record of Canada, 
as judged by tlje interna¬ 
tional and nonpartisan Orga¬ 
nization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development, 
puts the Canadian economic 
record as second to none 
among the world’s 24 indust¬ 
rialized nations. 

You have not mentioned 
facts on the front page of 
the same issue of your 
paper, namely that as a per¬ 
centage of GNP, (the stan¬ 
dard international yard¬ 
stick), the net debt of 
Canada has dropped from 33 
per cerit in 1968 to 22 per cent 
today. You have ignored the 
fact that industrial produc¬ 
tion in Canada, between 1970 
and 1978, has increased fas¬ 
ter than the United States. 
West Germany, France or 
Japan. 

You have omitted to men¬ 
tion that income tax levels in 
Canada are below the United 
States, Germany, Sweden, 
France and tfie United King¬ 
dom. You have ignored the 
fact that Canadian housing 
costs are the second lowest 
in the world (after the U.S.), 
and a recent Gallup poll 
showed that 86 per cent of 
Canadians are satisfied with 
their housing, up from 60 per 
cent in 1968. 

You have forgotten that 
between 1972 and 1976, ac¬ 


cording to the OECD, Can¬ 
ada topped the industrialised 
world in the increase of real 
disposable income. (Real 
disposable income refers to 
gross earnings, minus infla¬ 
tion and taxes, plus cash 
transfers.) In the interna¬ 
tional cost of living index for 
1978. Canada's cost of living 
was second lowest, to the 
United States, while the U.S. 
Government Statistics Re¬ 
port ranks Canada as the 
least expensive foreign post 
for its diplomats, with 
cheaper food costs than the 
United States. 

The bottom line of the bal¬ 
ance sheet of our economic 
records is that Canada has 
come through the world’s 
greatest economic upheaval 
since the Second World War, 
namely the 60 per cent in¬ 
crease in world oU prices, 
better than any other coun¬ 
try with which we compete 
or with which we trade. 


I can understantOtie dis¬ 
appointment of your ivory 
tower editorialists, who sim¬ 
ply do not understand that 
the public is aware of the 
successes of government 
policy over the past decade, 
and that this awareness is 
reflected in their response to 
the Gallup poll in question. 
But I do take exception to 
the continued belittling of 
this country and our suc¬ 
cesses, as measured by com¬ 
parison with other nations. 

The record speaks for it¬ 
self. 

Canada and Canadians 
have cause for pride and 
optimism. We are not as stu¬ 
pid or as backward as your 
editorialists would have us 
believe.

The Great Train Robbery 
and the more recent Ottawa 
Post Office robbery pale by 
comparison to the plunder 
perpetrated on the people of 
Canada. This plunder is not 
to be figured in the millions, 
but in the billions or hun¬ 
dreds of billions. 

The allusion is of course to 
the “ripoff” of the citizens 
of this country by so-called 
inflation. The people have 
been told it is purely infla¬ 
tion, whereas it is in fact 
devaluation of the Canadian 
dollar. 

True inflation is a situa¬ 
tion that comes about when 
there is a shortage of goods 
for the money available. 
What we suffer from is a 
devalued dollar produced by 
the printing presses. 

When the federal govern¬ 
ment is short of money (has 
another deficit) it turns to its 
puppet, the Bank of Canada, 
and asks for a loan. The 
Bank of Canada (which is 
purely a government 
agency) has no money, but 
does have the only authority 
to print money, so it prints 
whatever the government 
requires. 

How does this affect the 
ordinary citizen? Suppose 
the money in circulation is 
one hundred billion dollars 
and the Bank of Canada 
prints ten billion, the value 
of the dollar thereby is re¬ 
duced by ten per cent. If the 
Bank of Canada should print 
one hundred billion dollars, 
the dollar is reduced to fifty 
cents and so on. 

This is the principle of the 


devaluation of our dollar. In 
actual fact it has been done 
more slowly, but by ever- 
increasing percentages. We 
all know that our dollar is 
now worth only ten cents in 
purchasing power to what it 
was 25 years ago. This may 
appear to be an over-simpli¬ 
fication as the bonds printed 
and sold also enter into the 
picture. 

How does this affect the 
average Canadian? Their 
bank accounts, their insur¬ 
ance policies, their pension 


funds, their bonds, etc., are 
all reduced in purchasing 
power with every new de¬ 
valuation (euphemistically 
called increasing the money 
supply). The Canadian pub¬ 
lic has been plundered in a 
manner which makes the 
perpetrators of the Brihk 
robbery and the Post Office 
robbery look like rank ama¬ 
teurs.

Yosemite column 
draws angry reply

They both noted in the tele¬ 
phone book, the English number was a toll number 
but the French was a Zenith number, with no charge.

Young men in B.C. have been trying to get into the 
RCMP and the navy, but because they cannot speak 
French they are turned down. 

Billions of dollars, yours and mine, are being 
poured into the province of Quebec, in various ways. 

In a 10-year period the federal government paid out 


$84.5 million in their regional economic expansion 
program in the Province of Quebec. B.C. got $54% mil¬ 
lion. Quebec has received 51 per cent of all equalization 
money from the federal govenment since 1967-68. 

This bit is especially for the native people of B.C. In 
1977 there were 28,000 native people in Quebec, 40,000 
native folk in Manitoba. The'federa! department of In¬ 
dian Affairs, paid $2,183 to each Indian living in Que¬ 
bec, and $19 to each Indian living in Manitoba. 

I hope Quebec remains in confederation, but I am 
not willing to continue bribing them to do so. 

We simply cannot afford Pierre Elliot Trudeau any 
longer. Bearing this in mind, the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives are the only group who stands a chance to beat 
him. So a vote for anyone else but the Conservative 
candidate, is a vote for Trudeau, because it divides the 
vote. Think about it seriously.

BEFORE LEAVING the Victoria scene we should 
make ourselves a promise: We should record carefully 
the comings and the goings, the facts and just the facts, 
ma’am, over the next year.

Among the legislation will be the easy-to-handle ap¬ 
pointment of the first ombudsman,! or at least confir¬ 
mation of the recommendation of an all-party commit¬ 
tee. It shouldn’t take long. 

There are expropriation laws to be considered and a 
few other assorted events which should also be han¬ 
dled expeditiously—depending on the mood of Her 
Majesty's Loyal Opposition. If that mood is “let’s make 
our presence known right off the bat" it could be a long, 
hot summer for those punished for past sins and as¬ 
signed to covering legislative happenings. If. on the 
other hand, the Opposition decides to get this one over 
quickly and garner its strength for the second time 
at bat, then maybe, despite whatever punishment we 
may deserve, we can get out of here and enjoy the 
B.C. summer like normal folk 

Before the house sits, of course, Bennett has a 
couple of problems to wrestle with. Three cabinet posts 
are vacant, three choice spots up for the grabs. Only the 
premier knows which new backbenchers are on the 
priority list. 

YOU CAN BET on only one thing: Bennett is going 
to have a long weekend deciding what to do. 

And to end Election ’79 comment, let's give the Best 
Campaign Award to Dave Barrett. He ran hard and he 
ran well and he should be thanking whoever advised 
him and helped plan the strategy. 

The premier should be taking a close look at his 
advisers, or himself if. as gossip has it. he planned his 
own strategy. He won, it's true. But not with the look of 
a champion.

Markets: Shocks and celebrations

Stock markets at Toronto 
and Montreal had a nasty 
shock this week but the Van¬ 
couver market had cause for 
celebration. 

Toronto and Montreal suf¬ 
fered heavy losses on Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday and ana¬ 
lysts said they might not 
recover until after the fed¬ 
eral election May 22. 

But the provincial election 
in British Columbia on 
Thursday brought joy to (he 
Vancouver market as the So¬ 
cial Credit party was re¬ 
elected. Trading, which had 
been down near the 1.5-mil¬ 
lion mark earlier in the 
week, hit almost 3 million 
shares Friday. 

Analysts at Toronto and 
Montreal said investors pan¬ 
icked after the New York 
market plunged on Friday 
and Monday following two 
months of little movement. 

Fears for a predicted U S. 
recession, credit tightening 
and interest rate increases 
by banks, gasoline shortages 
and rising oil prices came to 
a head. Toronto and Mon¬ 


treal were vulnerable to a 
downturn after over-extend¬ 
ed rises. 

Both markets remained 
shaky at week's end despite 
some firmness Friday. At 
Toronto, the TSE 3(H) index 
fell 26.8 on the week to I,- 
485.15. At Montreal, the In¬ 
dustrial index dropped 5.42 
to 243.36 and the composite 
index 4.87 to 246.20. 

Laird Grantham, an ana¬ 
lyst with Walwyn Stodgell 
Cochran Murray Ltd. in To¬ 
ronto, said Friday, "Inves¬ 
tors are still quite nervous 
and it would not take much 
for the markets to drop 
sharply, especially at Toron¬ 
to." 

Many analysts said they 
expected the markets to re¬ 
main quiet or lower until 
after the federal election. If 
a minority government re¬ 
sults, the markets are ex¬ 
pected to react negatively 
since the New Democratic 
Party would hold the bal¬ 
ance of power. 

■ This possibility, together 
with a decline this week in 
the Canadian dollar, has led 
to a decline in foreign invest¬ 
ment and lowered trading 


volumes at both Toronto and 
Montreal. 

Toronto's volume fell to 
18.98 million shares, down 
4.32 million from last week. 
Trading value rose $13.26 
million to $342.87 million, 
largely because of the pur¬ 
chase of about 547,000 shares 
of Dome Mines Ltd. by Dome 
Petroleum Ltd. at $120 a 
share on Monday. 

At Montreal, volume of 
trading dropped .45 million 
shares to 2.56 million and 
value fell $4.84 million to 
$48.57 million. 

Vancouver's trading vol¬ 
ume was 10.93 million 
shares, valued at $15.51 mil¬ 
lion. 

Economic problems con¬ 
tinued to plague individual 
sectors. High interest rates 
are hurting banks and sec¬ 
ond-quarter results, due at 
the end of this month, are 
expected to show declining 
profits from the first quar¬ 
ter. 

Kersi Doodha, an analyst 
with R. A- Daly and Co. Ltd. 
. in Toronto, said banks have 
not been able to raise inter¬ 
est rates for mortgages and 
personal loans to compen¬ 


sate for the high cost of 
money. 

Metals stocks are being 
affected by a decline in cop¬ 
per prices, although second- 
quarter profits of mining 
companies are expected to 
remain strong. 

Stocks of mines with inter¬ 
ests in British Columbia de¬ 
clined at Toronto prior to the 
B.C. election but recovered 
when it appeared the Social 
Credit party would defeat 
the New Democrats in that 
province. The NDP, when in 
power from 1972 to 1975, im¬ 
posed high royalties on min¬ 
ing profits. 

Roland Jones of Pitfield 
MacKay Ross Ltd. in Toron¬ 
to said fears about the ef¬ 
fects of a possible NDP win 
in B.C. were not exaggerat¬ 
ed.

But such fears proved un¬ 
founded as the Social Credit 
party gained a renewed ma¬ 
jority Thursday. On Friday, 
prices rose at Vancouver 
and trading increased sub¬ 
stantially.

their own wellbeing, for the 
good of the company and. 
often, to achieve better 
profits. 

In addition, the 41-year- 
old Teller has over the years 
authored books, been ap¬ 
pointed trivia editor for the 
Information Please Alma¬ 
nac, written a syndicated 
humor column, co-hosted a 
radio talk show, dreamed up 
one-liners for speechmakers 
and founded the New York 
Center for the Strange. 

That last claim to fame is 
one Teller declines to dis¬ 
cuss in public but the use of 
smiles in business is some¬ 
thing he will discuss at 
length. 

“Humor, properly and 


skillfully used, can gain and 
hold attention, increase in¬ 
terest and involvement, 
strengthen response and 
boost morale," Teller said. 

"Ingenuity, wit and sur¬ 
prise are enormously power¬ 
ful business allies,” he said. 

'But it is essential that they 
be used carefully and with a 
solid understanding of their 
function and potential.” 

Dr. Avner Ziv, psychology 
professor at Tel Aviv Uni¬ 
versity, says research indi¬ 
cates that an office in which 
conversation and badinage 
are allowed is a lot more 
productive than one on 
which strict conduct rules 
are imposed. 


In the same way, Teller 
thinks the “lighter touch" in 
meetings, employee commu¬ 
nications. advertising and 
almost every other aspect of 
business life will improve 
productivity and spirit. 

For instance: 

□ in a restaurant chain 
project handled jiy Teller, 
the owners found that busi¬ 
ness improved measurably 
in response to a humorous 
menu, to tasteful but humor¬ 
ous graffiti in the restrooms 
and the slogan, “Purveyors 
of good food, good drink and 
good fun to the two major 
sexes.” 

□ for ahardware company 
that claimed it had the stron¬ 


gest door lock in the world 
Teller found a baby elephant 
to jump up and down on the 
lock in front of the New York 
Coliseum. 

“I believe there is a need 
for business in these com¬ 
petitive times to use new, 
fresh and if possible inge¬ 
nious techniques to reach 
the public and their own 
staff," Teller said. 

“Humor in business should 
not be relegated to just a 
couple of one-liners in a 
speech: it should be inte¬ 
grated into the broad range 
of corporate activities. 

“Properly applied, humor 
can be a potent instrument 
in generating a positive pub¬ 
lic attitude toward your com¬ 


pany and its products and 
services," Teller said. 
“After all, who doesn't pay 
more attention to original¬ 
ity, novelty, wit and surprise 
than to the dull, the unin¬ 
spired and the mundane. 

“But, unless attempts at 
adding a lighter touch are 
handled with both skill and 
sensitivity they will almost 
always produce an embar¬ 
rassing thud. 

“The idea is to make peo¬ 
ple laugh with you — not at 
you."

Tiny bubbles and big bucks

NEW YORK (UPI) — There's an old saying that 
anybody who could find a way to sell air would have a 
sure route to riches. 

Sealed Air, Corp., a Saddle Brook, N.J., company 
has been sellinj? trapped air in tiny amounts since 
1963, with earnings increasing steadily. Now, the 
company is opening up operations in Japan and 
President T. J. Dermot Dunphy thinks it is on its way 
to even bigger things. - 

Sealed Air actually is in the protective packaging 
business. The air it sells is trapped in tiny bubbles 
made by stamping depressions In a film of polyethyl¬ 
ene, then laminating another sheet to the first. This 
produces an extremely light packaging, called Air- 
Cap, that has been used for ail sorts of prod¬ 
ucts. 

The famous painting, the Mona Lisa, was 
wrapped in the film when shipped to the last New 
York world's fair. Tiffany, the famous Fifth Avenue 
jeWelry store, uses it. So do book publishers, makers 
of electronic and photographic equipment, computer 
and aerospace products, medical and dental equip¬ 
ment, glass apparatus and laboratory equipment and 
fine ceramics. 

Sealed Air, with sales of $54 million last year, is a 
leader in the *700 million protective packaging busi¬ 
ness. Polystyrene, polyurethane and other plastic 
foams are a lot bigger. But light as those foams are. 
they are heavier than air and therefore Dunphy said 
recent increases in postage and other transportation 
costs have been quite a bpon to Sealed Air. 

"We have made some special package shapes to 
provide shippers with weight savings, particularly 
on such high cost transportation as air mail and air 
express,” he said. 


The postal service itself is a big customer for a 
lightweight protective mailing bag padded with Air- 
Cap. 

Dunphy expects a lot from the new operation in 
Japan. 

"Curiously," he said, “despite their huge trade 
balance and enormous flood of e4>orts. the Japanese 
are a little backward about protective packaging, so 
the market potential there for Sealed Air seems 
excellent.” 

The overall protective packaging market in the 
United States still-is growing, Dunphy said. There is 
need for better protection of goods In transit because 
lighter, somewhat more fragile materials are being 
used in many products. 

Dunphy said the country's annual breakage loss 
on the railroads alone is estimated at *280 million or 
roughly $1.82 on every *100 of shipping costs. 

The total bill may hit *1 billion a year when 
transit damage on trucks, cargo planes and ships is 
added in. So there appears to be room for increased 
sales of protective packaging. 

Sealed Air also manufactures a semi-rigid foam- 
in-place material for use in packaging electric 
motors, valves and many other products that are not 
particularly fragile but need to be kept rigidly in 
place. It also dampens vibration and reduces costs 
enormously compared with such old fashioned pack¬ 
aging materials as crumpled newspapers and excel¬ 
sior. 

Another of the company’s products is an eco¬ 
nomical swimming pool blanket made from a hea¬ 
vier weight of AirCap which floats on the surface of 
the water, lets the sun’s rays through to warm the 
pool in daylight, reduces night heat loss and retards 
evaporation. 

To top it off, the urge to pop the little air bubbles 
is irresistible. Ask anyone who’s received a package 
protected by the stuff.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Federal officials say early 
research results Indicate po¬ 
lice radar is “a'fine, accu¬ 
rate device” for catching 
speeders—-despite private 
tests in which radar showed 
houses and trees zipping 
along smartly. 

Questions about the accu¬ 
racy of speed-measuring 
radar arose in February 
when Miami television sta¬ 
tion WTVJ reported it used 
the device to record build¬ 
ings travelling at up to 80 
miles an hour. 

Advised of these findings. 
Judge Alfred Nesbitt of 
Dade County, Fla., side¬ 
tracked more than 1,000 
traffic cases. 

Last week, he dismissed 
speeding charges against 80 
drivers on grounds that 
radar’s reliability “has not 
been established beyond and 
to the exclusion of every rea¬ 
sonable doubt." 

His ruling could upset a 


U.S. Supreme Court decision 
that accepted police radar 
readings as proof positive of 
speeding.

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Ottawa acts 
to cool fear 
of Soviet law 


OTTAWA (CP) — A spokesman for the Soviet embassy 
says Canadians classified as Soviet citizens under a new 
Soviet citizenship law should not worry about travelling in 
the Soviet Union. 

"Nothing has happened to them before; nothing will 
happen to them now," Igor Lobanov said. 

A RECENT PUBLISHED report in Toronto said the 
Soviet Union’s new citizenship law, effective July 1, has 
created confusion among Canadians who would be consider¬ 
ed Soviet citizens under it. They were concerned the law 
would affect them should they visit Soviet-bloc coun¬ 
tries. 

The law says that a person whose parents were bom in 
the U.S.S.R. is a citizen of the Soviet Union even if that 
person was bom in another country. 

If only one parent were bom in U.S.S.R., a child’s citi¬ 
zenship would be decided by agreement of the parent. 

THE LAW ALSO STATES that a U.S.S.R. citizen shall 
not be recognized as having a foreign nationality or dual citi¬ 
zenship. 

The Toronto report said Canadian-born Soviet citizens 
have criticized the federal external affairs department for 
not publicizing the law. The law affected many Canadians 
and external affairs had a responsibility to explain it. 

Nicole Seneca), an external affairs spokesman, said 
the federal department is studying the law but has 
only been supplied with an unofficial translation and is 
not in a position to interpret it. 

ANY INQUIRIES are referred to the embassy of the 
U.S.S.R.. "We make public our own laws, but that’s not our 
law,” she said. 

Lobanov said the law is not new, but is an attempt to 
clarify and expand on policies of the Soviet Union.

MEDICARE: ‘NO DANGER’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Doctors opting 
out of medicare will not destroy the 
medical insurance system in Canada, Dr. 
Ken Wylie, president of the Canadian 
Medical Association, said here. 

Wylie, speaking at the annual meeting of 
the British Columbia Medical Associa¬ 
tion, said such a move would bring protec¬ 
tion to an often over-utilized service. He 
said a patient would go to a doctor who has 
opted out and pay the real cost of the ser¬ 
vice. 

Wylie said a doctor would have to consid¬ 
er adjusting his fees for low-income pa¬ 


tients and patients would not be so quick to 
go to a doctor with minor problems. 

He also told the association that doctors 
should not be forced by legislation to 
upgrade their medical education. 

While physicians must have the opportu¬ 
nity to upgrade their knowledge and skills, 
such education should not be forced upon 
them, Wylie said. 

He said the profession's licensing orga¬ 
nization is attempting to legislate tne 
number of hours doctors must spend ii# 
Institutions continuing their studies.

Minimal risk from X-rays, hospitals say 


Patients at Victoria’s two general hospitals are at 
minimal risk from X-rays they receive there, spokes¬ 
men for the hospitals say, 

Training and inspection standards in B.C. appear 
to -be stricter than those in Ontario, where a re¬ 
cent report said improper procedures cause up to 20 
cases of leukemia a year. 

The chief problems were sporadic checking of 
X-ray equipment which, if improperly aligned, could 
cause damage, and low standards for X-ray techni¬ 
cians resulting in a lack of uniformity in procedures 
across the provinces. In some Ontario hospitals pa¬ 


tients would receive 60 times the X-ray exposure as 
in other hospitals. 

Dr. Daniel Sinclair, chief of radiology at Royal 
Jubilee, said all X-ray equipment at that hospital is 
regularly checked by the provincial radiation protec¬ 
tion branch as required by law. In addition, the 
hospital, which has a number of specialized radio¬ 
logical services such as the Vancouver Island Cancer 
Clinic and a soon-to-be-installed computerized axial 
tomographic scanner, retains its own radiation pro¬ 
tection officer, a University of Victoria physicist who 
regularly checks for radiation leaks, advises on the 


planning of new facilities to insure that proper shield¬ 
ing is installed, and performs routine checks of 
equipment. 

Sinclair noted that all X-ray technicians at the 
Jubilee are either graduates of the B.C. Institute of 
Technology X-ray technician training program, or 
are students in their final years of the program who 
work under close supervision. 

Because all radiation technicians trained in B.C. 
come from the BCIT program, training standards are 
more uniform. 

Dr. Gordon Ritchie, chief of radiology at Victoria 


General, noted that all X-ray machines in B.C. are in¬ 
spected regularly and that only qualified technicians 
are used at VGH. 

VGH medical director Don Carlow said the hospi¬ 
tal’s X-ray section was extensively renovated recent¬ 
ly because of concern that it was reaching the point 
where its safety could no longer be assured. 

“Dosages that patients receive from a standard 
X-ray are really minimal, so minimal that there is 
really no risk,” Carlow said. 

The hospital also takes steps to insure proper 
design of its facilities so that X-ray department staff 
work in a safe environment, he said.

Shopping centre disclosure urged 


A Saanich bylaw governing procedures 
of its Advisory Planning Commission is in 
conflict with the Municipal Act, says 
University of Victoria law school teacher 
William Neiison. 

He makes the claim in a letter made 
public Saturday which he sent to the com¬ 
mission and Mayor Mel Couvelier in his 
capacity as vice-chairman of the Broad- 
mead Ratepayers’ Association. 

The association wants full public disclo¬ 
sure before council considers a rezoning 
application for the proposed Broadmead 
Village shopping centre. 

Neiison says in his letter the procedure 
of having applications placed before the 
commission prior to consideration by 
council “flies directly in the face of the 
clear language of the act." 

Section 701 (1) states the commission 
may only advise council on matters that 
from time to time are referred to the 
commission by council. 

“In other words, any rezoning applica¬ 


tion must be referred by council to the 
commission and only then may Hie com¬ 
mission discuss it and advise council," 
Neiison says. 

U is the association's position that the 
APC does not have any legal authority to 
handle any rezoning until referred to 
the commission by council, he says. 

The association formally asked council 
last week to make all information about 
the proposed multi-million-dollar develop¬ 
ment available to interested groups and 
citizens before the public hearing stage. 

“Before the biggest development of any 
kind on Vancouver Island is proposed we 
would like to know what Saanich has 
in its drawers about the needs of the 
municipality for the next 20 years," Neii¬ 
son said. 

The shopping centre proposed by The 
Bay and Broadmead Farms Ltd. would 
occupy a 35-acre site east of the Pat Bay 
Highway between Royal Oak Drive and 
Royal Oak Avenue. 


One of six demands of the Broadmead 
ratepayers, approved by a 65 to 8 vote at a 
meeting last week, is that a full dis¬ 
closure of information be made before the 
APC studies the proposal. 

The development proposal was to have 
been discussed by the commission Thurs¬ 
day but was referred to the next meeting 
because of lack of a quorum. 

“We don’t think it should be before the 
commission at this stage,” Neiison said in 
hn interview. “We are demanding any 
rezoning application first come to eoun- 
< cil.” 

The information must include the appli¬ 
cant's submission and accompanying 
municipal staff evaluations of the need 
for additional commercial space, the pro¬ 
ject’s impact on municipal services, the 
environment and numerous other aspects, 
he said. 

Neiison explained this sequence of pro¬ 
cessing was essential because the commis¬ 
sion’s meetings are held behind closed 
doors and hear only one side of the story.

Many Greater Victoria 
tourist operators have been 
branded as “smug, compla¬ 
cent people who have had it 
too good for too long.” 

The description doesn't 
come from a disgruntled 
tourist, but from Lorraine 
Cooper, publicity officer of 
the Victoria Visitors’ Infor¬ 
mation Centre. 

Since being hired 18 
months ago she has concen¬ 
trated her efforts on trying 
to corner a portion of the 
lucrative package tour mar¬ 
ket. 

"But,” she admitted in an 
interview, "it's been a tre¬ 
mendous uphill battle, made 
all the more difficult by the 
apathetic attitude of many 
people in the tourist indus¬ 
try." These include hotel and 
motel operators, store 
owners, and operators of 
tourist attractions. 

At the root of the problem 
is something local business¬ 
men affectionately refer to 
as the “golden months”—a 
five-month span starting in 
June which they see as their 
tourist season. 

“It was the first time I'd 
ever heard such an express¬ 
ion," said the former free¬ 
lance tourism consultant. 

“I was astounded that no 
real efforts were being made 
to attract tourists ... on a 
year-round basis. Vancou¬ 
ver Island has so much to 
offer. The potential was not 
being exploited." 

Package tours were an ob¬ 
vious means. 

“The shorter work week 
and higher incomes have put 
more disposable dollars into 
people's pockets, enabling 
them to travel more. 

“And it’s a well known fact 
that many travellers prefer 
tightly organized package 
tours ranging in duration 
from seven to 10 days.”

Joan Ward-Harris finds herself in an enviable predica¬ 
ment—the opening of yet another of her wildflower painting 
shows and the simultaneous debut of her first book, Crea¬ 
ture Comforts (Collins of Toronto), this afternoon at the 
Quest Gallery. 

BUT IF SHE WAS under pressure from the double load, 
it showed no more than usual as she sat overlooking the pond 
at her Prospect Lake Road home last week chatting about 
how she has both a brand new book and the first exhibition in 
a new gallery space. 

Apparently it was all a happy and presumably neat 
coincidence, she explained in the interview on her patio 
under fire from an endless waves of hummingbirds 
visiting her feeders. Off to one side was a caged humming¬ 
bird Tick (“because that’s the sound they make”) trying to 
overcome a head-on collision with someone else’s window 
that has left him trying hard but still unable to fly. 

SHE FEABS BRAIN damage that may never allow him 
to join the others. Tick has a lifelong home with her, but 
Mrs. Ward-Harris adds it will be in a cage. For someone who 
“detests” zoos, that’s the bleakest future of all for any 
animal. 

Tick came too late to make it into Creature Comforts but 
in essence he’s what the book is all about. 

“It’s the story of some of the wild creatures I’ve nursed 
and rehabilitated," she said. It revolves around four ani¬ 
mals acting as a microcosm for all the rest, Cervus, the 
deer, Vixen, the raccoon, Higi, the squirrel, and three 
Canada geese, Lester, Judy and Admiral. Running through¬ 
out is the last of the dachshunds (“I’ve been owned by 152 
dachshunds”) she once bred, Mr. Bentley. 


"I just sat down at my typewriter and I got verbal 
diarrhea. 

“I had to cut 60,000 words," she said of the now-200-page 
book that was more than six years in the making. 

MRS. WARD-HARRIS has been playing nursemaid to a 
variety of wild creatures ever since, as a girl in Devon, she 
found an injured brown owl. With each patient, her 
knowledge grew to the point that now she finds herself 
expected to provide, if not a home, at least unlimited 
consultation for an endless string of creatures that have met 
disaster. In part, her book will put an end to that by 
providing the answers, by example, to the inevitable ques¬ 
tion of 'what do I do with an injured . . . ?' 

"Right now. I'm helping people mostly by phone, for the 
simple reason I’m painting too hard. 

“This is time consuming,” she said, nodding in the 
direction of poor Tick. 

FOR SOMEONE whose paintings have made it three 
times into the Canadian Naturalist Federation/National 
Museums of Canada travelling exhibition, it’s surprising 
that she didn’t illustrate her book with her own work. But a 
book like Creature Comforts requires the verisimilitude of 
photography, she says. Perhaps more to the point, she's 
never had the time to study anatomy or animals with the 
distanced eye required by an illustrator. 

“Animals, when you're dealing with them, require 1Q0 
per cent of your concentration . . . when you're nursing 
animals you haven't time to look at them.” 

NOR HAS THERE BEEN a demand for anything but 
her flower paintings. 

“Plants are what people want. It’s also what I do best,” 
she said.

from four Victoria hotels on 
a uniform rate to be charged 
visitors for a two- or three- 
day stay. 

“It was a bitter disap¬ 
pointment,” she said.

Victoria entrepreneurs' 
entry into the tour package 
market is also threatened by 
inadequate transportation 
links. 

Existing systems just 
can't handle the visitor in¬ 
flux, she' noted. 

"Transportation links are 
unbelievable,” she said. 
“And we must be the only 
capital city where air pas¬ 
sengers have to retrieve 
their luggage outside a ter¬ 
minal.” 

However, attracting visi¬ 
tors to Victoria in fall and 
winter also poses problems 
Mdst tfourist attractions 
close down in the fall. 

Engines of the Harbor 
ToUrs vessels are stilled, the 
Jrally-Hol sightseeing vehi- 
vcles disappear from city 
streets, the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite is mothballed, Grey 
Line sightseeing tour buses 
almost cease, some attrac¬ 
tions are closed, and several 
of the smaller souvenir 
shops shut their doors. 

“We have to rid ourselves 
of this five-months-a-year 
mentality and start promot¬ 
ing ourselves as a year- 
round tourist centre.” 

This was essential, she 
said, if the long-awaited con¬ 
vention centre was to be a 
success. 

How can the area develop 
as a year-round tourist at¬ 
traction? 

Easy, says Miss Cooper. 

Arrange a series of festi¬ 
vals. Kick off with a blossom 
festival—“a natural for the 
Garden City”. Promote the 
local daffodil industry. 
Sponsor a Dickens Christ¬ 
mas promotion which would 
be assured of success in 
“this little bit of old Eng¬ 
land." 

While conceding that 
“some businessmen are 
starting to see the light,” she 
said a lot more work and 
co-operation was needed to 
make the city attractive to 
tourists the year-round.

Artist’s first book comes out in time for her spring exhibition 


As a family story goes, her watercolorist father 
sent the flower paintings of his aspiring botanist daughter to 
the Natural History Museum in London which wrote back 
offering a job, not knowing she was still a school girl. She 
didn't begin painting professionally until about six years ago 
when a gallery owner had a look at what she had done while 
recovering from a seriouj bout of asthma. 

FROM THAT FIRST tentative venture into the market¬ 
place, she now prices her paintings from $100 to $1,200. 

"On an average I don’t make much more than a 
waitress because of the time it takes me. I’m not a factory. I 
can only produce so many." she said, undoubtedly worried 
that people might think she’s either overpriced or socking 
away a fortune. Even so, the thought of having to possibly go 
on a national promotion tour for her book doesn’t excite her 
simply because “every day I’m away from my drawing 
table costs me money." 

People are keen to buy her watercolors and egg tempera 
paintings. She has done well in previous exhibitions in her 
basement gallery. 

“THEY BUY THEM because they’re alive and because 
they’re different,” she said. One of the differences, she 
claims, is that she paints live flowers against what might 
be their natural habitat. 

Friends from as far as Manitoba airmail her plants, but 
most of the time she finds them on her five-acre Ravenshill 
property. An almost constantly worn surgical collar keeps 
her from crouching down and painting them where they 
grow. She takes them back to her studio. 

“I dig, I pot, and then I replace them," said the artist 
who finds herself painting eight to 10 hours a day now 
through the rest of the growing season. 

“Flowers wait f 'o one," she added.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
While they figured as long- 
shots to make it this far. New 
York Rangers don’t appear 
to be underestimated by 
Montreal Canadiens, their 
opponents in the best-of- 
seven Stanley Cup final 
starting here at 1 p.m. PDT 
today. 

“To stay with the Rang¬ 
ers,” said left winger Bob 
Gainey of the Canadiens, 
winners of the last three Cup 
titles, “we’re going to have 
to play a very fast game. If 
we don’t, we’ll just be left 
behind." 

For what it matters now, 
the Canadiens were first in 
the Norris Division, second 
over-all, with 115 points dur¬ 
ing the 80-game National 
Hockey League season, 
while the Rangers finished 
third in the Patrick Division, 
fifth over-all, with 91 points. 
Montreal’s record was 52-17- 
11, the Rangers' mark 40-29- 
11 . 

But the Rangers beat the

against Leeds in 1972 and 
Ipswich last year. 

Only one other man has 
played in four English Cup 
finals at Wembley — David 
Jack, who did it twice for 
Bolton and twice for Arsenal 
between 1923 and 1930.

Trend downward 

Fewer youths 
at university 


OTTAWA (CP) — Fewer 
than one in five Canadians 
aged 18 to 21 were at univer¬ 
sity last year and the per¬ 
centage was dropping, says 
a government study 

A statistical review of the 
education system released 
here showed 18.2 per cent 
of the 18-to-21-year-old popu¬ 
lation was enrolled in under¬ 
graduate programs last year 
compared with 18.6 per cent 
the previous year. 

Statistics Canada said 
enrolment last year In¬ 
creased in Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island and 
Quebec, but dropped in the 
other seven provinces. The 
review also provided new 
statistics to document de¬ 
clining enrolment in elemen¬ 
tary and secondary schools. 

The decrease varied be¬ 
tween six per cent In Quebec 
and 0.3 per cent in Prince 
Edward Island. The national 
average was 2.4 per cent. 

The survey showed 3.5 per 
cent of elementary students 
attended private schools last, 
year, a slight increase from 
the 3.4 per cent reported in 
197- 

Private school enrolment 
varied from 6.5 per cent in 
Quebec to none in Prince 
Edward Island. 

The figures also showed 
the extent of layoffs and 
resignations In reducing the 
number of teachers in the 
country. Between 1977 and 
1978 there was a drop of 3,000 
in the number of elementary 
and secondary school teach¬ 
ers. 

More than half the coun¬ 
try's teachers were women, 
95 per cent were employed in 
public schools and the aver¬ 
age age at the elementary 


level was 36 at the secondary 
level 38. 

There was a noticeable in¬ 
crease in educational attain¬ 
ment of teachers. Among 
elementary teachers, the 
number with uigversity de¬ 
grees increased by nine per 
cent to 61 per cent. At the 
secondary level, teachers 
with degrees increased to 88 
per cent from 84 per cent.

BUCHAREST. ROMANIA 
— Romania, the East-bloc 
maverick, has been trying to 
"do its own thing” since the 
early 1960s.

"Nothing," the Roma¬ 
nians boldly (old the Rus¬ 
sians, “can justify foreign 
intervention in another 
country's affairs." 

Such independence also 
means increasingly outgo¬ 
ing ties with the non-Com- 
munist world. Examples: 

• An accord with the 
United States giving Roma¬ 
nia most-favored nation 
trading treatment (and as¬ 
surance of American good¬ 
will toward Bucharest’s 
flexible foreign policy). 

• A billion-dollar contract 
with Canada for Romania's 
first atomic-power plant. 

• A deal with Britain for 
joint jetliner production. 

• Joining hands with 
West Germany in a third- 
world program to build 
three steel plants in India in 
return for iron ore (thus 
easing dependence on Rus¬ 
sia). 

Commercial agreements 
with France include making 
the Renault car in Romania. 
It will be called Dacia — 
again, to remind Romanians 
of their 400 B.C. forebears. 
Until then, Romania, with 
Russia, still bottoms the 
East-bloc scale in cars and 
other major consumer 
items. 

Massive industrialization, 
though, is certainly trans¬ 
forming a backward Balkan 
state. May Romanians, how¬ 
ever. are grumbling more 
and more boldly at too great 
a sacrifice of living stan¬ 
dards. > 

As a nation they are closer 
to the Latin in language and 
spirit than to the Slav; a 
passionate, volatile people 
with the capacity for enjoy¬ 
ing life. 

But even allowing for the 
drab mood of a severe win¬

While writers begin to 
rebel at the official blin¬ 
kered view of the arts and 
ordinary citizens at the se¬ 
vere limits on personal free¬ 
doms like travel, key regime 
workers like the miners 
have begun openly to signal 
their acute discontent. 

The regime, outside ob¬ 
servers note, shows its 
alertness in observing the 
"limits of acceptability” in 
dealing with Moscow. But it 
does not yet appear to be 
sensitive enough to realize 
there are limits, too, to the 
many difficulties and aus¬ 
terity of domestic life.

Zurich, and you can ride the 
tram for the equivalent of 32 
cents per ride if you buy the 
6 Swiss franc 11-ride ticket. 
The secret is knowing the 
ropes, as is the case with 
cost-condclous travel any¬ 
where. 

No one denies that the 
Swiss franc climbs to steep 
tallies for some things, when 
you figure it as equal to 60 
cents, but there’s a way of 
life in this country that 
offers the best things, some¬ 
times for free and many 
times at reasonable cost. 

Any traveller planning a 
few days of roaming the 
countryside should invest in 
a Swiss Holiday Card, an 
all-purpose transportation 
ticket that gives you, for ex¬ 
ample, four days of unlimit¬ 
ed travel on all trains at the 
Swiss Federal Railways, 160 
postal bus routes, and most 
lake boats, with discounts on 
connecting private carriers, 
for 352 second class, S72 first 
class. (Since Swiss public 
transportation cars can be 
counted on to be clean, neat 
and comfortable, second 
class is a good investment.) 

The Swiss Holiday Card 
also comes in an eight-day 
version (S96 first, S69 sec¬ 
ond). a 15-day version (3124 
first, 389 second) and a one- 
month card (3172 first, 3123 
second), with rates guaran¬ 
teed until June 1, 1979 and 
probably continued there¬ 
after. Purchase of the spe¬ 
cial card must be made in 
advance of arrival in Swit¬ 
zerland, through your travel 
agent or directly with the 
Swiss National Tourist Of¬ 
fice, 608 Fifth Avenue. New 
York, N.Y. 10020. 

Not only does the Holiday 
Card make it possible to go 
from Zurich or Geneva to, 
say, Zermatt for a couple of 
days, but you also can dart 
(at no extra cost) from 
downtown Geneva to outly¬ 
ing villages. 

From Zurich, you can go 
to lunch in the village of 
Trogen, about an hour by 
train in the rolling hills of 
the eastern canton of Ap- 
penzell, or you can make the 
20-minute train trip from 
Zurich's Hauptbahnhof (as 
the main railroad station is 
caller! ) to the town of Win¬ 
terthur to walk through the 
countryside to the Oskar 


Reinhart Am Romerholz, a 
once-private home of a per¬ 
spicacious art collector who 
willed his collection to his 
village.

Meals can take a big bite 
out of your budget, but look 
for the Tagesteller in the 
German-speaking part of 
Switzerland, or the assiette 
du jour (French) or piatto 
del glorno (Italian) in the 
French and Italian-speaking 
areas. A word of caution: In 
Switzerland the menu is 
called a “karte," and if you 
ask for a menu, you may 
have ordered the chef’s 
choice of the meal of the day 
since that’s a “menu" in 
Switzerland. 

The Tagesteller, or Us 
equivalent, offers one-plate 
service as in American res¬ 
taurants (the usual Swiss 
service offers two or more 
servings). Cost of a home- 
cooked meal will range from 
8 to 15 Swiss francs, with 
entrees from the extensive 
“karte” ranging from 18 to 
25 Swiss francs for special 
and filling meals. 

Ways around the meal¬ 
time expenses include stop¬ 
ping at a neighborhood bak¬ 
ery for a couple of fresh 
roils, and sweeping through 
the local market for some 
cheese and fruit. There’s the 
alternative of buying Bra- 
twurst und Buhrli, the veal 
sausage and roll that the 
Swiss eat as an equivalent of 
our hot dogs. 

Select your season care¬ 
fully, to keep hotel rates as 
reasonable as possible. 
Avoid the' peak seasons — 
winter in ski resorts and 
summer at lakeside com¬ 
munities. Ask at ski resorts

and halt a mile wide and 
sitting in the Bristol Channel 
off the west coast of Eng¬ 
land between the northern 
coast of Devon and Wales, 
was once a self-sufficient 
stronghold. Its pirates plun¬ 
dered the sea lanes and its 
knights asserted themselves 
against the British crown. 
Barely 40 years ago, a 
Lundy chieftain who is still 
alive exacted tribute from 
the British War Office for 
landing nine soldiers on 
Lundy soil. On Lundy rock, 
actually: there is not much 
here but granite and a film 
of grass. 

But independence has so 
far subsided that Lundy's 26 
inhabitants are now almost 
fully British. They are irre¬ 
trievably under the control 
of British laws. They pay 
British income tax and Brit- 
ish postage. They would 
earn little without British 
and foreign tourists, and 
they would probably starve 
without food from the Brit¬ 
ish mainland, delivered 
every Tuesday and Saturday 
on a boat powered by British 
petroleum. 

With so little left to gov¬ 
ern, why would 914 people 
want to be the governor of 
such a place? That was the 
number who applied when 
the island’s owner, the Na¬ 
tional Trust, a preservation 
organization, advertised for 
a new agent, or administra-

came from 911 men and 3 
women in various parts of 
the neighboring United 
Kingdom, are still being 
sifted. 

Lundy seems to draw cer¬ 
tain types of people in spite 
of its loss of power and inde¬ 
pendence. The population 
cannot explode because 
there are only a few houses 
andrno plans to build more. 
Traffic is no problem be- 
cause the island has only one 
car. The place lacks crowds, 
noise, telephones and dally 
papers. It does not even 
have a bookie, which may be 
unique in the British Isles. 

Even though Lundy resi¬ 
dents pay British income tax 
and vote in British elections, 
they are still free to mind 
their own business in many 
ways. The pub, for example, 
has never bought a British 
license, and its hours are set 
to suit the style of the bar¬ 
man, a keen birdwatcher 
and early riser. 

“On a tiny island like 
this,” said Felix William 
Gade, who retired as agent 
several years ago, “it’s not 
difficult to become indepen¬ 
dent because you’re not 
worth bothering about. The 
authorities on the mainland 
don’t like voyages. They 
leave you alone.” 

“One reason people like to 
come to Lundy was free¬ 
dom,” he continued. "You 
didn't have to quit your 
drink and go home at a cer¬ 
tain hour if you were on good 
terms with the landlord, and 
that was me. We didn’t pay 
any tax of any sort until 
1974. Then, with a Socialist 
Government which is devot¬ 
ed to ceasing all priviledge, 
we were suddenly informed 
that we had to pay Income 
taxes.” 

Gade, who is 87 years old, 
remembers better days. It 
was he who extracted a 
landing fee of a shilling a 
man for the nine soldiers 
who came here in the 1930's 
looking for places to put ar- 
mament to defend Britain. 

His employer, the then 
owner of the island, Martin 
Coles Harman, minted his 
own coins for Lundy with his 
picture on them instead of 
the sovereign's until he was 
hauled into a British court 
and forced to stop. He also 
lost his fight to keep Lun- 
dians from voting in British 
elections. Shortly after he 
died in 1954 Lundy lost the 
control it has always 
claimed over fishing rights 
in its coastal waters. 

Lundy still issues its own 
stamp, with a picture of a 
puffin to remind people that 
its name is said to mean 
Puffin Island. But the 
stamps will take a letter no 
farther than the mainland 
without Additional British 
postage. 

Everyone here except the 
two children of John Ogilvie, 
the farm manager, works 
for the Landmark Trust, a 
charitable organization that 
preserves historical places 
and buildings and that 
leases the island from the 
National Trust. Mr. Ogilvie 
looks after Lundy's 400 
sheep and 25 cattle. Others

The opening ceremonies will 
be followed by a tattoo and 
concert at the Metro Centre. 
Concerts by guest bands, the 
majority of ^hich come 
from Nova Scotia will take 
place in various locations in 
Halifax and Dartmouth. 
Also at C.F.B. Shearwater 
there will be a highland 
parade and International 
Airshow. 

Festivities will have al¬ 
ready begun in various loca¬ 
tions throughout the prov¬ 
ince. In Cape Breton the 
weekend activities will in¬ 
clude: The Baddeck Hand¬ 
craft Festival featuring a 
handcrafts display, weav¬ 
ing. milling frolic, demon¬ 
strations on everything from 
shearing to weaving to fash¬ 
ions. and of course, a Scot- 
tish Ceilidh About a 
(iO-minute drive from Bad¬ 
deck the Annual Mabou Cei¬ 
lidh will also be In full swing. 
Beginning with a bilingual 
ecumenical service (Eng¬ 
lish and Gaelic) the Ceilidh 
features sheep shearing and 
sheep dog exhibitions and 


huge quantities of fine Cape 
Breton food, including a 
lamb barbecue and a fresh 
salmon dinner. On July 1, in 
Mabou, there will be an open 
air concert and a dance. 

On the Mainland for the 
opening weekend “Highland 
Games" will take place at 
Pugwash on the North Shore 
of Nova Scotia at the Pug- 
wash Gathering of the Clans 
and Fishermen’s Regatta. 

To compliment the brawn 
with the brain the orga¬ 
nizers of this event will also 
be holding an International 
Thinkers Conference at 
which the Contribution of 
the Scot to the Canadian 
Community will be consider¬ 
ed. Internationally known 
Scottish authorities in liter¬ 
ature and culture will be in 
attendance. 

The following week begins 
with the Gathering of the 
Clan Fraser on July S, 8 and 
7 in New Glasgow. While 
these Clans are Gathering, 
two hundred Scottish Fid¬ 
dlers will be making their 
way to Glendale, Cape Bre¬ 
ton, 12 miles from the Canso 
Causeway, for the Biannual 
Festival of Scottish Fid¬ 
dling. This event goes on for 
three days, morning until 
late at night on July 6, 7, 8. 

The Antigonish Highland 
Games, which rivals in size 
and significance some of the 
major games in Scotland, 
takes place in Antigonish 
from July 7 through July 15. 
The first two days are cen¬ 
tered around a homecoming, 
featuring picnics, films, 
church services, concerts, 
theatre, and then, the 
Games begin. The remain¬ 
ing portion of the huge 
Games schedule consists of 


band concerts, kilted golf 
tournaments, opportunities 
to taste Scottish food but 
most of all the Highland 
Sporting and Athletic Com¬ 
petitions. And if that isn’t 
enough to fill anyone's day, 
there will also be the Inter¬ 
national Gathering Pipe 
Band Championships.

dancing, leading up to the 
Big Pond Concert on the af¬ 
ternoon of July 15. 

The Halifax/Dartmouth 
Week of the Gathering 
begins on July 16 and will 
also be the International 
Scottish Country Dance 
Week, attracting over 200 
dancers. In addition there 
will be a Cape Breton Club 
Ceilidh, a Highland Banquet 
and Ball with Scottish 
Music, and a Festival of 
Piping. Clan Gathering that 
week include Clan Donna- 
chaldh, Clan Monro, and a 
visit from Clan Colquhoun. 
More dancing will be fea¬ 
tured in Judique, Cape Bre¬ 


ton from July 20 to 22 at the' 
Judique-on-the-Floor Days 
as well as sporting events, 
craft displays, and barbe- 
ques. Boisdale, Cape Breton 
will hold their annual Scot¬ 
tish Concert on July 22 with 
the best of Scottish Music in 
Cape Breton. 

Sydney, Cape Breton is the 
host for the Gathering from 
July 23 to 29 under the aus¬ 
pices of the City of Sydney, 
the Games Committee and 
the Gaelic Society. There 
will be ceilidhs throughout 
the week and on the weekend 
the Sydney Highland 
Games. On July 29 the Broad 
Cove Scottish Concert, 
which last year attracted 15,- 
000 people will take place in 
Broad Cove, Inverness 
County. Iona, Cape Breton 
will be hosting a gathering 
of the Clan MacNeil that will 
culminate with the Iona 


gust 4. The Higland village 
is an opportunity for people 
to see the housing of the first 
Scottish Highland settlers in 
the region while listening to 
music and more glorious 
Scottish food.

reads the guideline report 

"LOCAL FISH habitat is 
of special importance to our 
sport fishery, which depends 
largely on the productivity 
of freshwater bodies and 
nearshore tidal waters of 
the Greater Victoria area 
for its existence. It follows 
that if the resource base is 
diminished to any extent due 
to harmful activities, the 
benefits flowing from it are 
likewise diminished." the 
report notes. 

It offers criticisms of past 
activities and offers sugges¬ 
tions for the future. 

CERTAIN LAKES and 
streams in the area pro¬ 
vide particularly rich fish 
l&bitat and the report rec 
ommends that lakes and 
streams be treated as inte¬ 
grated environmental sys¬ 
tems in future planning and 
development, so that protec 
live measures in one part of 
a watershed are not negated 
by damaging activities in 
another location.

lations of fish, such as the 
cutthroat trout in Prospect 
Lake, and need protecting, 
the report says. 

•OTHERS CAN, with 
minor enhancement, be 
made to support searun 
cutthroat trout ... benefits 
will far outweigh the 
costs." 

The report notes: "As the 
Greater Victoria area con¬ 
tinues to grow and develop 
in future years, the require¬ 
ments of logging, agricul¬ 
ture, housing, commerce, in¬ 
dustry and other land uses 
will place many demands on 
our lake and stream sys¬ 
tems. Many of these de¬ 
mands are unavoidable and, 
if properly controlled, are 
quite compatible with 
preservation of a healthy 
environment for fish; others 
can cause devastating im¬ 
pacts on fish habitat. 

PROBLEMS are detailed 
in the report: 

• Channelization or ditch¬ 
ing of streams is often con¬ 
sidered necessary in our 
agricultural areas to create 
regularly shaped fields and 
hasten surface runoff. Tod 
Creek, Hagan Creek, and 
Sandhill Creek on the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula have been se¬ 
verely affected in that way. 

• Stream deepening, widen¬ 
ing and straightening are 
also frequently practiced to 
prevent erosion and flooding 
in developing residential 
areas. Greatly reduced fish 
habitat is the result in both 
instances. The final effect of 
urban development is that 
streams are buried wholly in 
underground culverts, at 
which point their capacity to 
support aquatic life is total¬ 
ly destroyed. Nearly all of 
Bowker Creek and sections 
of Blenkinsop Creek are not¬ 
able examples. 

• Stream channel modifica¬ 
tion frequently involves con¬ 
struction of artificial banks, 
made of concrete, riprap or 
masonry to arrest further 
bank erosion, or for urban 
beautification ... portions of 
Bowker Creek, Swan Lake 
Creek and the Gorge Water- 
uay. While “this form of 
modification is often aimed 
at creating an attractive 
"edge” between land and 
water, it is costly and its 
impact on fish habitat is 
usually severe. 

• A number of dams con¬ 
structed in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area in past years have 
either blocked fish passage, 
robbed the stream of ade¬ 
quate flows, or both. 

These includ^Charters 1 
River, one mile upstream 
from junction of Charters 
River and Sooke, a 50-foot 
dam to create water supply 


for Sooke area; Colwood 
Creek-Humpback Reser¬ 
voir, dam and associated 
reservoir for Victoria water 
supply; Sandhill Creek, near 
Keating Cross Road, series 
of small dams for irrigation 
water withdrawal; Sandhill 
Creek, immediately north of 
Central Saanich Road, eight- 
foot high Sliver Rill dam to 
create a summer reservoir; 
Tod Creek, quarter mile up¬ 
stream from Tod Inlet, nine- 
foot dam to supply irrigation 
water for Butchart Gardens; 
Millstream. junction of Mat- 
son Lake and Millstream; 
Matson Lake dam to raise 
lake level; Durrance Creek, 
at outlet of Durrance Lake, 
four-foot high dam to create 
an artificial lake; Tod Creek, 
at outlet of Prospect Lake, 
two-foot high dam to control 
lake level. 

The report notes; "Con¬ 
struction of dams for water 
diversion or water with¬ 
drawal on important fish 
streams and their tribu¬ 
taries, not related to fish 
habitat improvement work, 
should be avoided wherever 
practical alternatives can be 
found. 

• Some suggested control 
dam locations that would be 
beneficial for fish: 

King Creek, three-quarter 
mile upstream from ocean, 
by a cooperative agreement 
utilizing farmer's land and 
headwater swamps. 

Demamiel Creek, at 
Poirier Lake outlet and two 
other nearby basins. 

Unnamed Sooke tributary, 
at the CN rail crossing over 
Woodlands Road. 

Murder Bay Creek, at the 
depression area immedi¬ 
ately north of East Sooke 
Road. 

Craigflower Creek, at 
Thetis Lake outlet, McKen¬ 
zie Lake outlet and Pike 
Lake outlet. 

Sandhill Creek, at the de- 
pressional area immediately 
north of Keating Cross 
Road. 

Tod Creek system, at the 
outlets of Maltby Lake, Kil- 
larney Lake and Heal Lake. 

• Water withdrawal for 
agricultural irrigation can 
be particularly damaging to 
fish habitat . Blenkinsop 
Lake is so heavily licenced 
that it and the stream drain¬ 
ing it are completely dry in 
summer months. 

• When existing water with- • 
drawal licences expire, re¬ 
newals should be Arefully 
reviewed. A comprehensive 
plan for water licencing in 
the Greater Victoria area 
should be prepared without 
delay. At least minimal 
flows must be guaranteed in 
streams. 

• Improperly placed cul¬ 
verts can be very dangerous 
to fish habitat.. Millstream, 
for example is effectively 
blocked for fish passage by a 
culvert under Atkins Avenue 
having excessive slope and a 
three-foot outlet drop. 

• Many of our streams suf¬ 
fer from lack of streamside

What, I asked a Vancou¬ 
ver stamp dealer the other 
day, are the ‘‘hot spots" 
these days—the countries 
whose stamps have sudden¬ 
ly become popular.

Dear Dr. Ruble: My hus¬ 
band had lung cancer. He is 
37, and has been taking 
chemotherapy treatment 
once a week. Every six 
weeks he takes CCNU, 
which makes him vomit and 
get very tired. His main 
problems are a dry mouth 
and feverish lips. He just got 
over fever blisters and has a 
very sensitive left nipple. 
Can you offer us any help? 
— D.A.H. 

The chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment is a combination of two 
drugs given in hopes of con¬ 
trolling his cancer. These 
are potent drugs, and the 
side effects you mention are 
to be expected in anyone, 
but they vary with individ¬ 
uals, even those using the 
same dosage. Normally the 
side effects are relatively 
brief (a few days). There 
are newer medicines to help 
control these effects. The 
vomiting and sore mouth are 
common and present real 
problems. Make sure he gets 
proper nutrition during this 
time. Except for this, all you 
can do is make him as com¬ 
fortable as possible and in¬ 
quire about some of the 
other drugs.

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Diplomats ‘tentatively’ puzzled 


MOSCOW (AP)-Western 
diplomats are puzzled by the 
Kremlin’s use of the word 
“tentatively” to describe 
scheduling of the June 15-18 
summit in Vienna, where So¬ 
viet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev and U.S. President 
Carter are to sign the strate¬ 
gic arms limitation treaty 
(SALT II). 

The simultaneous Wash¬ 
ington announcement made 
no reference to any tentative 
arrangement. 

The diplomats, who asked 
not to be named, said it ap¬ 
pears Soviet officials either 
want to wait until negotia¬ 


tors in Geneva finish work¬ 
ing on the treaty’s precise 
language, or prefer to leave 
themselves a loophole in 
case the ailing Brezhnev is 
incapacitated at the last mo¬ 
ment. 

The meeting will mark the 
first face-to-race talks be¬ 
tween the two leaders since 
Carter took office in Janu¬ 
ary, 1977. 

The official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Brezhnev 
and Carter “will approve 
and sign the treaty on limita¬ 
tion of strategic offensive 
arms, work on which is near¬ 
ing completion.” 


It said the two presidents 
will “discuss other questions 
of mutual interest to the So¬ 
viet Union and the United 
States," but did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

If protocol had dictated 
the choice of a summit site, 
the meeting would have been 
held in Washington because 
the last two U.S.-Soviet sum¬ 
mits have been in the Soviet 
Union. 

But Western sources in 
Moscow said Brezhnev's 
poor health rules out a trip to 
the U.S. capital. 

Although a decision on a 
European site had been 


reached beforehand, the 
sources said, Brezhnev’s ap¬ 
pearance during the Moscow 
visit of French President 
Valery Giscard d“Estaing 
on April 26-28 played a role. 

Brezhnev ate with only a 
spoon, instead of a fork, dur¬ 
ing most of a formal Krem¬ 
lin dinner for Giscard. need¬ 
ed help walking up stairs and 
had lapses of attention dur¬ 
ing some top-level meetings, 
the sources said. 

His hearing problem 
seemed worse than when the 
French last saw him two 
years ago during a Paris 
summit and his speech, 


which is always slurred, was 
not as understandable as it 
had been. 

Along with these prob¬ 
lems, Brezhnev is believed 
to have suffered two strokes 
in the last five years, and to 
have emphysema as well as 
some problem with his jaw. 

The diplomatic sources 
said this means that in Vien¬ 
na there will not be the tough 
give-ahd-take on a wide 
range of issues which the 
Carter administration had 
anticipated when the sum¬ 
mit was first discussed more 
than two years ago.

ROME (AP) — After a 
five-year respite, it’s Fellini 
time in Rome again. 

And eager hopefuls are 
rushing to the Eternal City 
hoping that Federico Fel- 
linl— famous for using un¬ 
knowns in his films—will 
pick them for his new movie, 
which the director says is 
about the current "surge” 
women are experiencing. 

The carnival atmosphere 
has brought alive the back 
lots of the cavernous Cine- 
citta studio with the buzz of 
carpenters’ saws and the 
chatter of 500 costume- 
makers and artisans.

Mastroianni and Ettore 
Manni, a now-pot-bellied 
star of the 1950s, are pitted 
against more than 170 
women, most to be played by 
unknown actresses, stree¬ 
twalkers and extras. 


“I am embarrassed to talk 
about a creature to which 1 
am giving birth,” Fellini 
said, sidestepping questions 
about the new film. "It’s 
something very private, like 
a sickness, a delirium. 

"But suffice it to say that 
Marcello is a professor of 
Greek mythology who tries 
to understand what is hap¬ 
pening to female psychology 
through godesses like Miner¬ 
va. the hardened intellec¬ 


tual; Diana, the huntress; 
Juno; Persephone; Pomona, 
the fruit goddess ... He 
sees this .menacing magma 
of femininity, through his 
wife, his daughter, the con¬ 
cierge, his woman neigh¬ 
bors, and these turn into a 
new unified divinity.” 

In other words, it’s all 
about women trying to es¬ 
cape the stereotypes into 
which they have been cast 
for so long. 

“It is neither for nor 
against feminism. It merely 
tries to understand the mo¬ 
tives for this new surge,” 
Fellini said.

Miss Deralche’s disclo¬ 
sure that she was “breaking 
links" with Mesrine, 43, 
came several days after the 
first anniversary of his dra¬ 
matic escape from La Sante 
prison in Paris on May 8, 
1978. He remains at large. 

Shortly before the escape, 
Miss Deraiche attempted to 
visit Mesrine at La Sante, 
where he was serving a 20- 
year term for attempted 
murder. 

She was arrested while 
seeking permission for the 
visit and spent four months 
in jail after being convicted 
of fraud, using false papers 
and illegal possession of 
weapons. 

In June, 1978, she was de¬ 
ported and returned to Mon¬ 
treal saying she had gone to 
Paris to "get married." 

Now, Miss Deraiche says 
she knows there is “another 
woman in Jacques' life” but 
denies this was a factor in 
her decision. 

“I know it’s no longer pos¬ 
sible to live like that. I want 
to have fun and live my life 
like everybody else.” 


Pumping 
of wastes 
‘okay’ 


EDMONTON (CP) - The 
oil industry is pumping 20 
million gallons of hazardous 
liquid waste into the ground 
each year, but a provincial 
environment department 
spokesman says there is 
nothing wrong with the prac¬ 
tice. 

Ron Pritchard said the 
waste chemicals are 
pumped into licensed deep 
wells and are trapped be¬ 
tween layers of sandstone, in 
much the same way as con¬ 
ventional oil deposits are 
held. 

“The only way it can get 
out is sideways—perhaps 
somewhere in Manitoba or 
Inuvik 100.000 years from 
now, the stuff may start to 
dribble out,” said Prithcard, 
an engineer in the depart¬ 
ment’s waste management 
branch. 

There are 11 such licensed 
wells, used mainly by the oil 
industry to store waste sol¬ 
vents, washwater and highly 
toxic chemicals such as phe¬ 
nols. Esso has two wells and 
£ulf Oil Canada Ltd. and 
Dow Chemicals Ltd. each 
has one. 

Pritchard said he favors 
chemical treatment of the 
wastes to make them harm¬ 
less, but treatment costs are 
high and it Is cheaper to store 
the waste underground.

EDMONTON (UPC) 
Three prisoners were still at 
large Saturday following a 
daring escape' Friday eve¬ 
ning by five Inmates from 
the Fort Saskatchewan Cor¬ 
rectional Institute just north 
of Edmonton. 

Police said the men cut 
their way through a mesh 
fence with wire cutters 
about 6:30 p.m. while a riot- 
believed to have been staged 
as a diversion—was in 
progress. 

The disturbance began 
when about 10 prisoners in 
the maxiumum security D 
block began smashing toilet 
bowls and setting mattresses 
on fire. Guards who were 
watching thd five prisoners 
in an exercise yard rushed to 
the riot, leaving them unat¬ 


tended. The uprising lasted 
about 40 minutes before 
being-hcought under con¬ 
trol. 

Police said the five, once 
outside the walls, made off 
in a camper truck parked 
outside the prison after toss¬ 
ing an 18-month-old girl out 
of the vehicle as her mother 
watched. 

"They threw the little girl 
out of the truck," an RCMP 
officer said. The child’s par¬ 
ents had been walking to¬ 
ward the truck when the in¬ 
cident occurred. “The 
mother was almost hysteri¬ 
cal afterwards." 

About 30 minutes after the 
break, the camper crashed 
into a slow-moving freight 
train at a level crossing in 
east Edmonton. Police said 


the five men then leaped 
from the truck and boarded 
the shunting train. 

The train was stopped and 
the men jumped from the 


train and split into two 
groups. 

Two were arrested soon 
after by two CN policemen 
and an RCMP officer.

• Waterways in the more 
densely settled areas, such 
as Colqultz Creek, Mill- 
stream, Colwood Creek, 
Craigflower Creek and Es¬ 
quimau Lagoon, are now in 
advanced stages of deterio¬ 
ration from stormwater and 
domestic sewage infiltra¬ 
tion. Stream systeriis in 
more remote areas such as 
Sooke River. Veitch Creek, 
Coldstream and Tod Creek 
are still relatively free from 
negative effects due to these 
pollutants. 

Most Greater Victoria wa¬ 
terways have not been 
harmed by industrial waste 
infiltration, but there are 
some. Disposed wastes from 
a winery into Blenkinsop 
Creek greatly reduced dis¬ 
ol ved oxygen content in 
Blenkinsop Creek and Swan 
Lake. Another is the Hart- 
land Road garbage dump, 
from which water lethal to 
fish enters Killarney and 
Heal Lakes and has des¬ 
troyed their fish life. A third 
is an aluminum fabrication 
plant, which on several oc¬ 
casions has discharged ef¬ 
fluent containing acid into 
Sandhill Creek, resulting in 
extensive fish kills.

Plant out in deep freeze 

Protest power 
brings about 
zoning surprise 


DUNCAN — The power of 
the public’s protest was 
graphically demonstrated at 
a Cowichan Valley Regional 
District's general meeting. 

That's when a packed pub¬ 
lic gallery of concerned citi¬ 
zens witnessed regional 
directors perform an about- 
face, voting overwhelmingly 
to reject an application to 
rezone property in North 
Oyster Improvement Dis¬ 
trict, just north of Lady¬ 
smith. from residential to 
industrial. 

Previously, area director 
Buddy Russell and Lady¬ 
smith director Frank Jame¬ 
son, representing the adjoin¬ 
ing area, had been the only 
directors to oppose the re- 
zoning application. 

The rezoning application, 
if approved, would have al¬ 
lowed construction of a 10.- 
000-square-foot freezer stor¬ 
age warehouse, forming 
part of a proposed $3 million 

shellfish and fish-processing 
plant planned by oyster 
grower Peter Limberis. 

The regional board be¬ 
came the subject of con¬ 
siderable public criticism 
following two public hear¬ 
ings held in the district at¬ 
tended by almost all of the 
homeowners of the area. 

Although more than % per 
cent of those were opposed.

He also cautioned that 
some of the submissions ap¬ 
peared “more like a filibus¬ 
ter." 

Director Bill Cools, who 
has always favored the 
freezer storage warehouse, 
said the “area residents had 
used quite an Imagination" 
with some of their objec¬ 
tions. 

However, he added, he 
would oppose fish-process¬ 
ing at the plant, because it 
"was very smelly." 

Director Russell said he 
‘‘agreed with basically 
everything that had been 
said by the people of the area 
at both public hearings." 

He said he was In favor of 
planned development in¬ 
stead of spot zoning in resi- 
detial areas. 

Russell pointed out that 
Limberis' lawyer had ad¬ 
mitted that shellfish would 
not support the development 
and would not rule out fish¬ 
processing at the plant. 

Director Maurice Simard, 
who said his mind was not 
made up, was concerned for 
the small businessman. 

He said: “My concern is 
that the small businessman 
should get a fair shake. 

“A man who has been in 
the community for 40 years 
deserves a better shake. We 
are either going to screw up 
a man’s livelihood or the 
residents are going to be 
upset.” 

Director Olive Baird* 
speaking against the appli¬ 


cation, said: "We (CVRD) 
should still give the main 
consideration to the feelings 
of the people.” 

Director Martin I.ukaitis 
said he had “no problem in 
making up my mind." 

“If approved, this could 
only create tremendous so¬ 
cial problems for the people 
of the area." 

The motion to deny the 
application was then put to 
the vote and was approved 
by all directors present, with 
the exception of directors 
Cools, Simard and Charles 
Boas.

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Poisonous fumes escape 
in removal operation

ELIZABETH, N.J. (UPI) 
— Chemicals being removed 
from a waste storage com¬ 
pany released toxic fumes, 
pausing three policemen to 
be treated and forcing the 
evacuation of nearby resi¬ 
dences. 

Authorities said the toxic 
fumes were created when 
nitric acid from a leaking 
barrel combined with hydro¬ 
chloric acid and released 
toxic fumes. 

Patrolmen Rankin Haines. 
10; Kenneth Tillotson, 32, and 
Robert Stigliano, 24. were 
taken to Elizabeth General 
Hospital complaining of eye 
irritation, nausea, and chest 
pains. They were treated 
and released, a hospital spo¬ 
keswoman said. 

Wes Denman, a Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection spokesman, said a 
number of people living near 
the site of the Chemical Con¬ 
trol Corp. were evacuated, 
but returned to their homes a 
short time later. 

Karl Birns, a Department 
of Environmental Protec¬ 
tion official on the scene, 
said the three policemen 
were overcome by fumes as 
they watched workers sort¬ 
ing and removing some of 
the estimated 48,000 barrels 
of toxic wastes that have 
accumulated at the site. 

He said workers, dressed 
in special suits and equipped 
with breathing masks, were 
‘'repacking” 55 gallon 
drums of chemical wastes in 
larger 65 gallon containers, 
when nitric acid began leak- 
fng from the bottom of a 
corroded barrel. 

Birns said the nitric acid 
(hen apparently combined 
with some hydrochloric acid, 
forming toxic fumes. 

; He said it was not known 
what the policemen were 
doing at the site, but it was 
"a reasonable assumption" 
they were not wearing pro- 
tectlve clothing or masks. 


The leaking barrel was 
"neutralized with lime and 
moved to an isolated area," 
where firefighters called to 
the scene set up a steady 
spray of water over it to 


reduce any further fumes, 
Birns said. 

Last week, Elizabeth 
Mayor Thomas Duqn de¬ 
clared an emergency in a 
small area near the plant as 


the first step in a long-range 
plan to remove the thou¬ 
sands of barrels of toxic 
wastes, including potentially 
explosive picric acid and ni¬ 
troglycerin.

ANNUAL GRASS (L. C., Victoria) 

The coarse, shallow-rooted grass 
which has Invaded your lawn Is Paa 
annua, an annual variety as distinct 
from the usual lawn grasses which are 
perennial. It goes to seed quite early in 
the season and while the grass is still 
quite short. 

To the best of my knowledge, there 
is no chemical treatment which will 
kill this grass while sparing the good 
grasses in the lawn. To rid your lawn 
of its disfiguring seed heads, about all 
you can do is to keep it from ripening 
Its seeds by mowing closely and fre¬ 
quently — twice a week Is not too 
often. As an annual, it will die out If it 
is not allowed to perpetuate itself by 
ripening and scattering its seeds. Use 
the grass catcher when you mow. 

Poa annua seeds are sometimes 
mixed in with the seeds of finer and 
more permanent grasses in some seed 
mixtures to act as a "nurse" to the 
slower-germinating kinds. Under good 
cultivation, it will usually die out when 
the fine grasses are strong enough to 
take over the lawn. 

APPLES FROM SEED 
(K- S., Victoria) 

Apple trees grown from seeds take 
a very long time before they start 
blossoming and bearing fruit, some¬ 
times as long as 10 years. 

Even after waiting all this time, the 
fruit may turn out to be a disappoint¬ 
ment, for it .Is the exception rather 


than the rule for an apple tree grown 
from seed to bear fruit as good as that 
from Its seed parent. The reason is 
because its pollen parent is unknown, 
and if it should happen to be a crabap- 
ple or a wild apple tree, the resulting 
fruit is bound to be inferior. 

One way this long period of waiting 
can be shortened is to use bits of your 
seed-grown tree as scions, grafting 
them on to a mature apple tree at the 
beginning of sap movement in March. 
If the graft "takes" successfully, the 
resulting branch should bear some 
fruit within two years. ^ 

SPANISH ONIONS Si 

(B. McF., Ucluelet) 

It is too late now for you to sow your 
gift packet of hybrid Fiesta Spanish 
onion seeds with any expectation of 
making big bulb onions — these need a 
very early start under glass to give 
them a long season of growth. How¬ 
ever. there are two ways in which you 
could use your gift seeds to advan¬ 
tage. 

First, you could sow them thinly 
and shallowly in well-manured 
ground, and pull the immature plants 
to use as green salad onions. There 
isn't a milder, sweeter and crisper 
green ohlon than one grown from a 
really good strain of Spanish onion 
seed. 

The second option is to use your 
Fiesta seeds to grow onion sets for 
planting next year. Sow them fairly 


thicjtly in the bottom of a shallow, 
flat-bottomed trench, where the over¬ 
crowding should stop their growth and 
ripen their tops in August. Harvest the 
little bulbs, dry thoroughly and store 
in an airy, dry place to plant out next 
spring as early as the condition of the 
soil will allow. If well grown, these 
should make big bulb Spanish onions 

GLORIOSA DAISY 
(B. O’C., Mill Bay) 

Your Gloriosa daisies, grown from 
seeds sown last spring, are hardy her- j 

baceous perennials, and it is perfectly j 
natural for your plants to be coming up 
from the roots this year. I realize this 
magnificent flower Is often listed as an 
annual, both In some seed catalogues 
and on the seed packets, but this Is an 
honest mistake. 

Even the man who developed the 
Gloriosa Daisy, Prof. Albert Blakeslee 
of Smith College, was under the im¬ 
pression he was creating a new annual 
flower from the common roadside 
black-eyed Susan, and I don't think 
anyone was more surprised than Dr. 
Blakeslee when his creation turned out 
to be a hardy and reliable perennial 
plant. 

JAPANESE CHERRY 
(H. S„ Victoria) 

Your ornamental cherry with pale 
yellow blossoms is probably Ukon. It 
makes a tree IS feet tall and with a 
spread of about 10 feet.

Florence Edwards, blood 
donor recruitment director 
of the Red Cross B.C.-Yukon 
division, said the rising de¬ 
mand by hospitals for blood 
components such as plasma 
and platelets means that 70 
per cent of all blood donated 
in the province is now slated 
for separation purposes. 

In the separation process, 
time is the controlling fac¬ 
tor. Platelets must be se¬ 
parated from whole blood 
within two hours of being 
donated while other compo¬ 
nents must be processed 
within six hours at Vancou¬ 
ver’s Red Cross centre. 

The centre houses the only 
laboratory in the province 
that can analyze and sepa¬ 
rate blood. 

"It used to be that 30 per 
cent of all B.C. blood re¬ 
quirements were collected in 
the Lower Mainland," she 
said. “Now, because of the 


increased need for compo¬ 
nents, 70 per cent of our 
clinics must be within a 75- 
mile radius of Vancouver.” 

Thus it’s important that 
people in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver areas 
give at Red Cross clinics. 

There were 73 clinics held 
last year in Greater Vic¬ 
toria and 69 will be held 
by the Victoria and district 
branch this year.

Mrs. Chaddick, who came through the 
ordeal unharmed, said her captors left her 
alone on a desert plateau while they went 
to pick up the ransom. She was not bound 
and decided to start walking. 


Drift, decline 
our targets, 
says Thatcher 

PERTH, Scotland (Reuter) — British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher, in her first major speech to a 
Conservative party gathering since it swept to vic¬ 
tory in the fecent general election, said Saturday 
she intends to make a decisive break from the 
“drift and decline of recent years.” 

Mrs. Thatcher, addressing 
a rally of Scottish Conserva¬ 
tives, referred to next Tues¬ 
day’s opening of a new par¬ 
liamentary session when the 
queen will read the govern¬ 
ment-drafted speech outlin¬ 
ing the legislative program 
for the next 17 months. 

"On Tuesday we shall set 
out our program for tackling 
this great task. It will be a 
new beginning. It will mark 
a decisive break from the 
drift and decline of recent 
years. But in the deepest 
sense there is nothing radi¬ 
cally new in our proposals. 

They are changes to bring 
back what we all regret hav¬ 
ing lost." 

Mrs. Thatcher said her 
government will repeal the 
legislation allowing for a 
separate Scottish assembly 
but added: “We would like to 
see agreement between the 
parties because this is the 
soundest basis for constitu¬ 
tional reform." 


Summit 
to cover 
Soviet 
actions 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — U.S. and Soviet officials 
began work Saturday on a Vienna summit agenda 
that is expected to include “a practical conversation" 
betw’een President Carter and President Brezhnev 
about Russian moves in Africa, Vietnam and other 
trouble spots.

Senator Edward Kennedy 
resumed his attacks on 
President Carter's oil price 
decontrol plans Saturday, is¬ 
suing a critique even more 
scathing than the one that 
infuriated Carter last week. 

In a commencement ad¬ 
dress at Howard University, 
Kennedy renewed his con¬ 
tention that the decontrol 
plan will deal a staggering 
economic blow to America’s 
poor and middle-income fa¬ 
milies, while hardly fazing 
the rich and fattening oil 
company profits. 

And, as though accepting a 
challenge, he went right 
back to an issue that led 
Carter to accuse him, at a 
news conference last Mon¬ 
day, of talking "baloney.” 

Discussing the president's 
proposal to accompany de¬ 
control with a windfall 
profits tax, Kennedy noted 
that administration officials

$57 billion over the next six 
years while paying only $7 
billion more in taxes. 

“Even the phrase ‘decon¬ 
trol’ itself is misleading," 
Kennedy said, because price 
levels will be set by the 
major petroleum exporting 
nations, with the U.S. oil in¬ 
dustry following suit. 

Hitting hardest at the eco¬ 
nomic impact issue, how¬ 
ever, Kennedy said elderly

Fuel crunch fertilized 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
Some motorists have been 
illegally required to get their 
cars washed in order to pur¬ 
chase gasoline during the 
current fuel crunch.

Chris Sutton, a staff assis¬ 
tant in the district attorney's 
office, said the office had 
received "hundreds of com¬ 
plaints" from consumers 
about alleged violations of 
the odd-even-days rationing 
plan. 


"We've probably received 
about one call a minute," 
Sutton said, adding that Fri¬ 
day was the "worst day” 
thus far. 

Sutton said most com¬ 
plaints were being referred 
to local pblice. The district 
attorney’s office, however, 
was handling stations using 
a so-called “tie-in” 
scheme—requiring motor¬ 
ists to purchase another ser¬ 
vice in order to receive gaso¬ 
line. 

“One station was even 


selling a brand of fertilizer," 
he said. 

Many stations are built so 
that the only exit is through 
the car wash. 

"We're also getting com¬ 
plaints from people who call 
the police and find the police 
don’t want to take com¬ 
plaints. One problem Is that 
the governor's office did not 
send out enough copies of the 
regulations.

Arms lying ruled out 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. (UPI) 
— U.S. arms control chief 
George Seignious told busi¬ 
ness leaders Saturday there 
was no way the Soviet Union 
could cheat effectively on 
the S.A.L.T. II treaty with¬ 
out being caught by U.S. in¬ 
telligence. 

Challenged by former 
S.A.L.T. negotiator Paul 
Nitze, who said the treaty 
was bad for reasons other 
than verification. Seignious 
said the United States would 
use “a wide variety of so¬ 
phisticated systems” includ¬ 
ing spy satellites “to monitor 
the entire spectrum of Soviet 
strategic forces and activi¬ 
ties." 

President Carter mean¬ 
time kept his public lobbying 
for Senate ratification of 
S.A.L.T. II going at a daily 
pace. 

“If we should sign it and 
then reject it,” he told news 
executives in a White House 
interview, "we would lose 
our competitive ability to 
reach effectively the hearts 
and minds of other people 
around the world who will be 
making a choice between 
us... and the So- 
viets ... for military’, politi¬ 
cal, trade alliances.” 

Seignious, director of the 
jTrms Control and Disarma¬ 
ment Agency, addressed the 
Business Council, 100 pres-

tives of major corporations 
who meet periodically with 
federal officials. * 

S.A.L.T. II, which Carter 
and Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev plan to sign June 
13 in Vienna, limits the num¬ 
ber oii-strategic nuclear 
weapons on each side and 
puts qualitative restrictions 
on weapons technology. 

It leaves verification to the 
independent intelligence ca¬ 
pabilities of each country, 
but it bans deliberate con¬ 
cealment that would impede 
such verification and forbids 
interference with intelli¬ 
gence monitoring efforts. 

In the Senate ratifications 
debate, S.A.L.T. opponents 
will make a major issue of 
their view that the United 
States cannot adequately 
verify Soviet compliance, 
especially now that it has 
lost key monitoring stations 
in Iran. 

“In SALT," Seignious 
said, “we do not rely on 
trust, or faith, or hope, or the 
Soviets' signature, because 
to put it bluntly we are deal¬ 


ing with our principal adver¬ 
sary. 

“I know of no way the 
Soviets could cheat on a 
scale which could affect the 
strategic balance without 
being caught by our intelli¬ 
gence,” he said. 

The business group heard 
criticism of S.A.L.T. II from 
Nitze, a former deputy de¬ 
fence secretary and former 
S.A.L.T. negotiator, who 
said verification is not the 
main issue.

Comox Golf Club teed off a long time ago

COMOX — Mother’s Day is a special day at 
Comox Golf Club for it is then the women of the club 
hold their annual North Island open tournament. 

Today, however, is a special day for not only is it 
Mother’s Day but it is the 20th anniversary of the an¬ 
nual tournment. 

Not content to celebrate their anniversary quiet¬ 
ly, Doris Ellis decided to make a book of the club 
hi§tory and in doing so she has uncovered some 
interesting facts. 

Aiding her in researching the project were Mamie 
and Cherry Aitken./ 

One of the original members of the club, Ethel 
Cliffe, at 87, is still an active golfer. 

Mrs. Alf Edw'ards believed she joined in 1923 
when the course was owned by the Elk Hotel. 

The hotel was a famous landmark in Comox and 
burned to the ground some years ago. 

The golf club was originally a cattle ranch and 


when it began its history as a golf course, sheep were 
used to help in keeping the grass cut. 

The first pro at the club was John Stevenson, who 
came in 1934. By then.the club was owned by Courten¬ 
ay Golf Club Ltd. 

Vera Hutchison of Victoria, a provincial cham¬ 
pion, was a yearly visitor. 

During the war years the club was patronized by 
navy personnel at Goose Spit. 

At that time the club had three slot machines 
which oldtime members said kept more people inside 
than ouside. 

The present clubhouse was built in 1937 and paid 
for by taking $10 from each of the 100 members. 

A great deal of volunteer labor went into the 
project, with Wally Gage acting as clerk of the works 
and Walter Cliffe being the carpenter. 

He received the magnificant sum of $3 a day for 
his work. 

Frank Smith built the stone fireplace with rocks 


supplied by John Aitken. The rock was cut from the 
local ^oa. 

Membership in the Comox Golf Club was $25 a 
year and green fees 50 cents. 

The men of the club have had their North Island 
tourney held since 1934 and is held on the second 
weekend in July. 

In 1936, well-known local resident Archie Dick 
won the event with 23 men entered. 

Second place went to G.K. Uchiyama and third to 
Roy Cliffe. Receipts totalled $11.50 and from that 
amount a small cup, five golf balls and engraving 
costs were taken totalling $6.50 and leaving a balance 
of $5. 

The 1936 tournament was run by A.W. Ball. 

The entry fee now is $35 each and golf balls are 
about $2 each. 

The first large trophy for the men’s tournament 
was presented in 1937 and records taken from the 
historic Argus newspaper indicate Owen Ellis won the 
club championship 20 times and was runner-up 11 
times.- 


When the club was originally formed the club¬ 
house was between the second fairway and the third 
green. 

Tom Graham Sr. was the first president of the 
golf club. 

During the war, Mrs. Stevenson served tea every 
Sunday afternoon at 10 cents a cup. 

The first official greenkeeper was Bill Saunders, 
followed by local resident Alex Hyde. 

The greens are now kept by Jack Whittle and 
Lome Sutherland. 

The club course record for low gross is held by 
Peter Benedictson and was set in 1965 when he posted 
a 61 score. 

Property bought by the club after the war for 
future expansion was later sold and netted $200 per 
lot. 

It was located from Cedar Avenue to Pritchard. 

In the women’s tournament today, there are 80 
golfers teeing off in hopes of winning a variety of 
prizes.

DUNCAN — The power of 
the public's protest was 
graphically demonstrated at 
a Cowichan Valley Regional 
District's general meeting. 

That’s when a packed pub¬ 
lic gallery of concerned citi¬ 
zens witnessed regional 
directors perform an about- 
face, voting overwhelmingly 
to reject an application to 
rezone property in North 
Oyster Improvement Dis¬ 
trict, just north of Lady¬ 
smith, from residential to 
industrial. 

Previously, area director 
Buddy Russell and Lady¬ 
smith director Frank'Jame- 
son, representing the adjoin¬ 
ing area, had been the only 
directors to oppose the re¬ 
zoning application. 

The rezoning application, 
if approved, would have al¬ 
lowed construction of a 10,- 
000-square-foot freezer stor¬ 
age warehouse, forming 
part of a proposed $3 million 


shellfish and fish-processing 
plant planned by oyster 
grower Peter Limberis. 

The regional board be¬ 
came the subject of con¬ 
siderable public criticism 
following two public hear¬ 
ings held in the district at¬ 
tended by almost all of the 
homeowners of the area. 

Although more than % per 
cent of those were opposed, 
the board still appeared to be 
determined to favor the ap¬ 
plication. 

At CVRD’s last meeting, 
director Russell moved that 
the application not go 
forward to third reading. 

Approval of Russell’s mo¬ 
tion would mean that the 
application would be defeat¬ 
ed, or denied. 

Board chairman Leo Kuta, 
speaking to the motion, ad¬ 
mitted that “public hearings 
form a very important part" 
of applications for rezon¬ 
ing. 

He also cautioned that 
some of the submissions ap¬ 
peared “more like a filibus¬ 
ter.” 

Director Bill Cools, who 
has always favored the 
freezer storage warehouse, 
said the "area residents had 
used quite an imagination” 
with some of their objec¬ 
tions. 

However, he added, he 
would oppose fish-process¬ 
ing at the plant, because it 
“was very smelly.” 


Director Russell said he 
“agreed with basically 
everything that had been 
said by the people of the area 
at both public hearings.” 

He said he was in favor of 
planned development in¬ 
stead of spot zoning in resi- 
detial areas. 

Russell pointed out that 
Limberis’ lawyer had ad 
mitted that shellfish would 
not support the development 
and would not rule out fish- 
processing at the plant. 

Director Maurice Simard. 
who said his mind was not 
made up, was concerned for 
the small businessman. 

He said: "My concern is 
that the small businessman 
should get a fair shake. 

"A man who has been in 
the community for 40 years 
deserves a better shake. We 
are either going to screw up 
a man's livelihood or the 
residents are going to be 
upset.” 

Director Olive Baird, 
speaking against the appli¬ 
cation, said: “We (CVRD) 
should still give the main 
consideration to the feelings 
of the people.” 

Director Martin Lukaitis 
said he had “no problem in 
making up my mind.” 

“If approved, this could 
only create tremendous so¬ 
cial problems for the people 
of the area.” 

The motion to deny the 
application was then put to 
the vote and was approved 
by all directors present, with 
the exception of directors 
Cools. Simard and Charles 
Boas.

Yellowknife bowlers most dedicated participants

morning at the Town and Country Lanes in the Cana¬ 
dian fivepln championships are from Yellowknife, and 
there's more to that story than it would seem. 

Yellowknife, which nestles, if that's the right word, 
in the Northwest Territories on the north shore of Great 
Slave Lake at the mouth of the Yellowknife River, has 
approximately 12,000 citizens and only one bowling alley. 

That isn't necessarily a bad ratio, but its probably 
the smallest bowling facility in Canada. It has only two 
lanes, and there aren't any busier places in the evenings 
and during the weekends of the bowling season. 

The two-lane house, built 35 years ago by Cominco 
Mining Ltd., is the headquarters of the 250-member 
Northwest Territories Bowling Association. But, under¬ 
standably. not all members get to bowl regularly. 


There are 150 regulars bowling on 30 teams, which 
can be all male, all female or mixed, in the only adult 
league. They play once a week with shifts at 6, 8 and 10 
p.m. from Monday through Friday and decide results on 
the pins-above-average system. There is, of course, no 
trouble in getting spares and there is a seniority arrange¬ 
ment which decides about the replacement on the occa¬ 
sions a regular drops out. 

Saturdays at the Yellowknife lanes are devoted to 
youth bowling, and about 65 youngsters are involved. 
Sunday Is for tournaments with 30 of the higher-average 
bowlers taking to the lanes 10 at a time to get in two three- 
game blocks. 

Enthusiasm being far greater than the opportunity 
for competition, it followed that the NWTBA thought 
about becoming part of the Canadian championships 
and Don Petherbridge telephoned the Canadian Bowl¬ 


ing Congress headquarters in Toronto in 1976 to ask if it 
was possible. 

He was told that all that was necessary was to de¬ 
clare intention and to get to the scene. It has cost Yellow¬ 
knife bowlers about (40,000 to get there, but this is their 
fourth successive appearance in the Canadian cham¬ 
pionships. Raising money for the annual trip is practically 
a year around committment and bingos and raffles sup¬ 
ply much of It. But Petherbridge admits that the NWTBA 
representatives have had to ante up with some of their own 
dollars. 

THe first (8,000 was spent for the 1976 champion¬ 
ships in Regina, where Yellowknife bowlers competed 
in the classic mixed team and men’s and women’s open 
and classic singles. It was a bit more expensive in 1977, 
costing about (12,000 to compete in the same events at 


Niagara Falls. And the tab was about (9,000 last yefr in 
Thunder Bay. 

Perhaps it is because Victoria is considered some¬ 
thing special or because the NWTBA is moving towards 
competition in all championship events, the Yellowknife 
team which arrived here Saturday after a 12-hour plane 
trip is the largest ever. It will compete in mixed open and 
men’s and women’s classic team events. 

There has been only limited success so far. Paul RoJ' 
won the silver medal in the classic men’s singles in Re¬ 
gina and team-manager Roland Gagnon took the bronze 
medal In the same event In Niagara Falls. 

“We have some high average bowlers,” Petherbridge 
said, "but our problem is the lack of competition." 

That’s why being here is worth the (12,000 it may qpst 
And while Victoria weather was a bit embarrassing for 
mid-May when they arrived, it was minus 18 Celsius ip 
Yellowknife when they left.

sometimes seem cooler due to 
the refreshing off-sea 
bre/zes.

It's Cold in the Klondike 


IT WAS SEVERAL years ago when I had 
occasion to visit the Yukon, it was spring, but 
still cold outside, minus 80 degrees to be exact. 
The legend was still there. The cremation of Sam 
McKee, Klondike Kate, the gold rush of ’98 . . . 
the few frantic years of giddy gold, then silence. 
The footsteps of the pioneer sourdoughs 
have faded, the heartaches and the silence of 
death stilled the forward surge of the thousands 
who took part in this, the most fabulous gold rush 
of history. 

Yet the legend remains, even in small jokes 
in the sun drenched patios of Victoria on a 
summer day. 

It was just 81 years ago when George Cor- 
mack registered his claims on Bonanza Creek, 
near Dawson. The Kondike still contains gold 
and much is recovered each year by giant 
dredges on the same Bonanza Creek. I passed 
the miles and miles of tailings left by the 
dredges, not a pretty sight. 

The spirit of the men remains. The climate 
is the same and, to a large extent, the iron-gutted 
sourdough still probes the stunted pine hills for 
treasure. The main difference is that your mod¬ 
ern prospector is now nearly always comfort¬ 
ably housed each night, his modem aircraft 
looks after that 


by a power dam which serves the district with 
electricity. 

I stood on the Dalton Trail. It is still visible, 
indelibly marked by the heels of those who 
crunched the short summer gravel deep by those 
who braved the deep still chill of the arctic in the 
quest for gold. Today the prospecting planes 
drone overhead. The Alaska Highway cuts the 
historic trail. Tourists skelter along, dragging 
exhaust pipes and with gasoline tanks carefully 
wrapped against flying gravel. . . some changes 
have been made. 


TODAY, THE VAST reaches of the Yukon 
are being explored for gold, oil and other min¬ 
eral wealth by fast moving aeroplanes. Every 
scientific aid is used in this search and the new 
generation of prospectors is every bit as colorful 
as the old. There’s a vigor and activity in the 
territory which foretells the story of the future. 

Lake LaBarge, from the air, looks placid 
and dull, yet who will forget the Robert Service 
poem of the cremation of Sam McGee? It was on 
the banks of Lake LaBarge where, according to 
the poem, a stampeder cremated his frozen 
partner in an abandoned ships boiler. After 
building a roaring fire, he stuffed in his part¬ 
ner’s body. In due time, after working up the 
courage, he opened the door. He was greeted by 
his smiling friend who asked him to please close 
the door, it was the first time he had been warm 
since leaving Tennessee! 


YET THOSE WHO LIVE the year round in 
the Yukon have a spirit, an aura of a "people 
apart", they have something in common . . . it’s 
a certain proud something and it’s good to hear 
them talk. 

To go ’outside’ is still an adventure. It is still 
a long, long way, a six hour flight by fast flying 
aircraft to Vancouver, metropolis of British 
Columbia. 

Today a well organized Chamber of Com¬ 
merce serves Whitehorse and Dawson. Tourist 
trade is encouraged, the emphasis is “The Land 
of the Midnight Sun," “Romance and Riches,” 
the romantic north and it is all there. The 
historic stemwheelers still lie on the banks of the 
Yukon at Whitehorse. The MacBride Museum at 
Whitehorse is rich with well preserved relics of 
the gold rush days ... a service club has even 
built a large swimming pool in Whitehorse. The 
old, picturesque log cabins in the city have been 
condemned and by now, tom down. 


NOW DON’T for a moment think that life 
today in the Yukon is nothing but fun and games. 
The visitor during the summer months see the 
delightful vista of a lake through the fragrant 
pines, it looks delightful, it is typical of hundreds 
of such lakes. One tends to forget the long, hard 
cruelly cold winters. Even in the summer the 
lakes are treacherous. 

I drove to Marsh Lake, that widening of the 
Yukon above Whitehorse for lunch one day. It 
was late in July, half of the lakes was still 
frozen. That afternoon the authorities removed 
the bodies of two men who had been lost the 
previous fall. They had gone fishing and some¬ 
how fallen overboard. Death, in that icy water, 
must have come quickly. 

Later, after addressing a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce, I joined a group in the 
Whitehorse Inn bar. I sat with the pesident of the 
group, Ralph Hougen. His guest was the head of 
the government experimental farm. The guest 
told of a proposed fishing trip for the following 
day. . . tile next day he was dead, found drowned 
in a small lake. Life is rugged in the Yukon, yet 
the fact remains, this is a pioneer country. 


MR. McGEE WAS quite annoyed at Robert 
Service for writing that poem. Years ago Isaac 
Taylor, of the Whitehorse Department Store, 
reported in the local paper: 

“1 knew Sam McGee well... he was a good 
sized man, easy going and pleasant, and he 
never forgave Robert Service for that poem 
about him.” 

Just above Whitehorse are the treacherous, 
rock walled rapids of Miles Canyon. The water 
glides placidly through the canyon today, curbed 
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PROGRESS HAS COME to Whitehorse, 
even the gravel streets are almost all surfaced. 
Yet the true northern spirit still remains, a grim 
humor is still evident, such as in the signs I saw 
In the office of the Whitehorse Star, the weekly 
newspaper: “Do Not Shoot The Editor, He Is 
Doing His Best." And, "Pleae Do Not Spit On 
The Floor, Sometimes We Lie On It.” They are 
not exactly hokum. 

The paper has been published since the turn 
of the century. At one time its proprietor had a 
bear trained as a sleigh dog to help with the 
paper delivery and to assist in protecting him 
from indignant subscribers. 

When the old hospital was demolished re¬ 
cently the ancient signs were placed in a safe 
place by the editorial staff of The Star. . . now, 
hanging over the desk of the women's editor 
visitors are amazed to see the transferred tags 
reading: “Maternity Laboratory.” There is a 
certain kind of dry humor in the sign which 
reads: “Turn Out Lights When Not In Use . . . 
Thank You.” 

On the wall at the back of a table in the Taku 
Bar may be seen this inscription: “The White¬ 
horse Press Club,” the Commonwealth's most 
Northerly Press Club, then the line: “For initia¬ 
tion see Secretary," and below this, in very 
smalltype: “Look Beneath Table." 


IT EXPLAINS PERHAPS, the type of broad 
humor which is fearless, yet somehow, in good 
taste. When Her Majesty the Queen of England 
and also the Queen of Canada visited Whitehorse 
a broad banner covered the entire top of the 
newspaperbuilding, it read: “The Whitehorse 
Star, Printers, Publishers. Baths: 50 cents, with 
soap 75c. members of The Royal Family, for one 
week only, Free.” Such a sign anywhere else in 
the domain would not be tolerated . . . yet here, 
in the far north it was okay. There was no 
disrespect meant here, it was a gesture from the 
past, yet indicative of the present. A healthy, 
vigorous sort of humor which is typical of the 
teeming territory. 

THE YUKON, vast, cruel and cold, with an 
exciting past and an inspiring future. The Land 
of the Midnight Sun, the Land of the Northern 
Lights, of short winter days when the mercury 
drops out of sight and all is deathly still. Rugged 
mountains, huge glaciers, rolling valleys, beau¬ 
tiful lakes, great rivers and to the north the 
Arctic Ocean, tundra and muskeg. A land of 
terrific potential which, even in its infancy has 
the largest silver producer in Canada, the Keno 
Hill mine. 

The legend of the past is embodied in the 
vast strivings of today. The cockeyed buildings 
of Dawson, heaved out of shape by the perpetual 
frost bring memories of a storied past, of Kon 
dike Kate, Robert Service, Jack London and 
Others. But just as sure as the world turns, 
modem sourdoughs are in the making for the 
spirit of adventure, of battling against great 
odds persists; there will be more Sam McGees, 
more Klondike Kates in newer, more modern 
packages perhaps, but of the same stout materi¬ 
al. The legend of the Yukon does go on. 
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Flowers, candy and cards. Victoria shops featuring such 
goodies do a brisk trade this month. Children, young and old, 
honor mother with gifts on this second Sunday in May. 


■ CAKES AND VENERATION: 

From Whence Came Mothers' Day? 
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The concept of 
motherhood has al¬ 
ways intrigued hu¬ 
manity and ancient 
peoples deified it. 
Nearly 10,000 years 
ago in regions now 
known as Turkey, 
Asia Minor, Greece 
and Egypt, a mother- 
goddess was revered 
as the originator of all 
life. 


From this generalized vision, 
came a more specific version called 
(he Great Goddess. She was wor¬ 
shipped in summer at about 3,000 
B.C. Her powers were deemed li¬ 
mitless, for not only was she moth¬ 
er of all life on earth, but also 
creator of time, energy and space. 


THE ROMANS had their own 
mother-deity. They honored Rhea, 
sometimes known as Cybele, at a 
spring festival. Prolific mother of 
gods and goddesses, she was wor¬ 
shipped specifically at a jolly, bois¬ 
terous celebration known as the 
Festival of Joy or Hilaria. • 

What a noisy, mirthful festival 
it was! The goddess was glorified to 
the sound of clashing cymbals, 
pounding drums, shouts and clat¬ 
ter. Our word ''hilarity" stems 
from Hilaria and the association of 
the two words js obvious. 

The Hilaria was a three-dav af¬ 
fair. The first day the celebrants 
dashed about joyously, many in dis¬ 
guise. with unlimited freedom to do 
w hat they wished, mindless of rank 
and wealth or lack thereof. 

On the second day everyone rest¬ 
ed. worn out with the excitement. 
But on the third and final day a 
formal procession wound up the 
festival. 

A silver image of Cybele was 
placed in a wagon drawn by oxen. 
The barefoot nobles precceded it to 
the banks of the River Alno where 
the high priest, clad in purple, 
thoroughly washed the wagon and 
the image They were then garland 
ed with flowers. F.ven the oxen 
were thus decorated. The music of 
pipes and tambourines gave ac¬ 
companiment to the ceremony. 

The Great Mother of the Romans 
was visualized in such a large scale 
that her crown was portrayed as 
being a miniature v city wall 

Her three sons were called Ju¬ 
piter. Pluto and Neptune, famous 
as both gods and planets. Cybele 
(Rhea) also mothered goddesses 
Vesta. Ceres and Juno. 


WITH THE ADVENT of Chris 
tianity. worship of the mother-god¬ 
dess became transformed into ven¬ 
eration of the mother-church. From 
celebrating the Hilaria during the 
Ides of March, the people now 
turned to honoring the Virgin Moth¬ 
er in the month of May. Worship¬ 
pers visited special shrines to the 
Virgin. The wealthy donated gold 
and jewels to the shrine. The poor 
gave fresh flowers for the altar. 

The custom of honoring St. 
Anne, mother of the Virgin Mary 
also began. Although later discon¬ 
tinued by the laity, it finally found 
popularity when transformed into 
Mothering Sunday in parts of Eng¬ 
land. 


MOTHERING SUNDAY was a 
special time for families to gather 
in honor of their mothers. Young 
people, hired out as servants, and 
those at work away from home 
were always given special leave to 
make the trip back to the family 
home. The journey was sometimes 
long and usually made on foot. 


sidered a treat. In those days when 
large families were the rule, it was 
the responsibility of the eldest son 
to bring home a "mothering cake.” 
This he gave to his mother who 
shared it with all the family. 

Originally the special cake was 
made of wheat grains boiled in milk 
to which sugar and spices were 
added. But in Scotland “pease" (or 
peas) fried in butter with salt and 
pepper were made into pancakes 
called "carlings" which weri eaten 
on this day. . 

And the Mothering Sunday of 
England was the Carling Sunday of 
Scotland. .

The 
crust was dyed with saffron, an 
orange-yellow color produced from 
the dried flowers of a crocus-likc 
plant 

The inside of the cake w as remi¬ 
niscent of a Christmas cake: rich 
with plums and candied fruit. The 
simnel cake was tied up in a cloth 
and boiled for several hours. Then 
the crust was brushed with egg to 
make it glossy and the cake was 
then baked. The crust, when 
cooked, was rock-hard. 

There are two possible origins of 


the word "simnel". Roman influ¬ 
ence is evident in the Latin word 
“simila", which means “fine 
flour." 

But an English tale describes an 
amusing origin of the simnel cake. 

A poor couple with many grown¬ 
up offspring made a festivity out of 
the annual family reunion. Simon 
and Nell were their names and they 
lived frugally in a Shropshire cot¬ 
tage. 

Nell was casting about for the 
ingredients for a cake, when she 
decided to use unleavened dough 
left from Lent. However, she had 
little else with which to make a 
cake. As Nell brooded, old Simon 
remembered the remains of a 
Christmas pudding hidden care¬ 
fully away in a cupboard. 

"I’ll make a crust of the unlea¬ 
vened dough and a filling from the 
pudding," said Nell. "But shall it be 
boiled or baked? 

Simon contended the concoction 
should be boiled, while Nell insisted 
she should bake it. 

A furious argument ensued, lead¬ 
ing eventually to blows. The 


enraged couple even used a broom 
and a stool with which to beat each 
other. 

But finally Nell decided to com¬ 
promise. She'd boil the cake first, 
then bake it. The broom and broken 
stool were used for firewood to heat 
the cooking pot and a couple of 
eggs, broken also in the fracas, 
were used as glaze on the cake's 
crust. 

Thus the recipe for the simnel 
cake was created, so the story goes. 
And it was called “simnel" after 
the names of Simon and Nell. 


FROM BRITAIN to North Ameri 
ca came the idea of a special, day 
honoring motherhood. But it was

Anna M. Jarvis who really intro¬ 
duced the modern Mother’s Day. 

Miss Jarvis was bom in 1864 in 
Webster, West Virginia, and lived 
her life as a spinster, devoted to her 
family and very conscious of blood 
ties. Uncomplainingly, she cared 
for her blind sister. Elsinore. 

When her mother died on May 9, 
1905, Anna Jarvis felt overcome 
with sorrow. She had been a devot¬ 
ed daughter, but she felt that many 
children of her time neglected their 
parents, only to be filled with regret 
when they died. 


ANNA DECIDED to initiate the 
observance of a Mother's Day, 
which, she believed would help pro¬ 
mote closer family ties. She began 
her campaign by inviting friends to 
her Philadelphia home fo discuss 
her ideas with them. Next, she 
wrote scores of letters to people of 
influence in all walks of life. One of 
these was Wilbur Chapman, a well- 
known evangelist. He incorporated 
the Mother's Day idea into some of 
his sermons. 

On the third anniversary of her 
mother’s death, Anna's idea had 
taken root in the church in Grafton. 
Virginia. There a special Mother's 
Day service was held in honor of the 
deceased Mrs. Jarvis, just as Anna 
had visualized. She added her own 
personal touch, though. She gave 
white carnations to the members of 
the congregation. Carnations had 
been her mother's favorite flower. 

At first only white carnations 
were used as a Mother's Day sym¬ 
bol. However, later on white flow 
ers were used to represent dead 
mothers; living mothers were hon¬ 
ored by the wearing of red car¬ 
nations. 


THE MOTHER'S DAY idea 
gained in popularity and its obser¬ 
vance spread, actively promoted by 
Anna Jarvis. For her work she was 
honored as being chosen a delegate 
to the Seventh Sunday School Con¬ 
vention in Zurich in 1913. 

Anna Jarvis also lived to see the 
special Mother's Day stamp issued 
by the Post Master of the United 
States in 1934. It was a three cent 
stamp, bearing the famous portrait 
of Whistler's Mother. 

But whereas Anna Jarvis was 
delighted with the response to her 
idea in the churches, she was horri¬ 
fied at the commercial application 
of the Mother’s Day theme. She 
fought a long battle against it, but 
she struggled in vain. The buying of 
gifts and the giving of cards on 
Mother's Day has now become tra¬ 
ditional. 

Thus from the dawn of history to 
the present day. motherhood has 
run the gamut from ancient cere¬ 
mony to modern celebration. 
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PLAYOFFS: the Pot of Gold 

... they started in Victoria 
now every sport has them

Sixty years ago profes¬ 
sional hockey was an under¬ 
nourished infant facing a very 
uncertain future. There were 
but four teams in the eastern 
league, then known as the Na¬ 
tional Hockey Association, 
and three teams in British Co¬ 
lumbia, forming the Pacific 
Coast Hockey League.- 


The league was wholly owned and operated 
by the Patrick triumvirate, Joseph, the father, 
and his sons, Lester and Frank, who. having sold 
their lumber interests in the Nelson area for 
around half a million dollars, had sunk it in 
the risky venture of sponsoring the game in the 
land of daffodils and temperatures too high to 
provide natural ice. 

BEFORE THE NATIONAL Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation was formed in 1910 it was amateur, with 
some professionalism rearing its head when ath¬ 
letes. who could look both ways, had their hands 
out for undercover money. I remember Lester 
saying: "The only difference between ama¬ 
teurs and pros is the pros admit taking money." 
When the NHL was in operation Lester said: 
“When genuine lovers of the sport, who admired 
the game for its real worth, saw in the triumphs 
of these clubs, it was the dawn of a new era in 
hockey and professionalism was here to stay. 

ICE HOCKEY was introduced on this coast 
Jan. 2, 1912, when Lt.-Gov. T. W. Paterson 
dropped the puck on the ice in the Patrick 
Willows Arena in Oak Bay, before a crowded 
house of more than 4,500 fashionable Vietorians, 
who were ignorant of what the game was all 
about. It was thougntful of Lester to have the 
players wearing numbers and the ushers shout¬ 
ed: "You can't tell the players without a pro¬ 
gram." It was truthful as the players, known 
then as the Victoria Senators, later the Aristo¬ 
crats and finally Cougars, and their opponents, 
the New Westminster Royals, were all outsiders, 
unknowns, but would soon become household 
names. 

Looking back and comparing the style of 
play to that so popular today, I cannot agree with 
those who say we had better hockey in those 
days. For instance, we played seven-man hock¬ 
ey, with three spares, which meant most of 
the players had to be "60-minute men.” 

Their tongues were usually hanging out in 
the last period. A couple of years later the 
V playing strength was reduced to six men, the 
^"rover,” the favorite spot for Lester, was 
erased. In the first season here,-1911-12, each 
team played 15 games and three hockey sticks 
had to last each man for that period. 

THE PATRICKS had to be innovators in 
order to keep a couple of jumps ahead of the 
sheriff. They had several bad breaks. The fabu¬ 
lous real estate boom which swept the west in 
the wake of the building of the two transconti¬ 
nental railroads, the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian Northern, rumbled to a disastrous 
halt in 1913 and fortunes, mostly paper ones, col¬ 
lapsed, unemployment was rampant and was 
eased only by the outbreak of war the following 
year. 

Hockey fans faded from the Patrick arenas 
and to jack up attendance they hit on the idea of 
having the eastern champions participate with 
them in a world series. Their former playing 
mate. Art Ross, was persuaded to bring a team 
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of eastern stars to this coast to play againsj the 
western all-stars, which would include the great¬ 
est player of all-time. Cyclone Taylor, now in his 
nineties and living in Vancouver. 

The western team was made up of Hughie 
Lehman in goal. Frank Patrick and Moose John¬ 
son, defence; Newsy Lalonde, rover, and Tommy 
Dunderdale, who scored four goals in the first 
game, Harry Hyland and Ron McDonald, 
forwards, with Lester Patrick as spare. 

VICTORIA, WHICH WON the first cham 
pionship, repeated in 1912-13 and this time the 
Patricks invited the Quebec Bulldogs, who had 
won the NHA title, to come west and play for the 
Stanley Cup, which had formerly been awarded 
to the amateur champions. However, Quebec 
overlooked, maybe purposely to bring the Stan¬ 
ley Cup, with them. Victoria won the series, but 
the cup was never delivered. 

Frank Patrick sat in the stands during this 
series and was appalled when the referee blew 
his whistle 15 times in the first few minutes for 
infractions of the rules of that period. He told 
Letter this must be changed as the whistle was 
slowing the game. They wrestled with the prob¬ 
lem and the following season they introduced the 
blue lines which permitted forward passing in 
the centre section, and kicking the puck any¬ 
where on the ice, with the exception of into the 
net. 

Centre icemen were making the plays and 
wingers were getting the glory of putting the 
puck in the net so the Patricks corrected this by 
awarding assists. This made for better team 
play as goals and assists had equal value and 
more players were chasing the scoring honors. 

Victoria, which had won the coast champion¬ 
ship in the first three years, saw its star fade in 
1913-14, when it lost out to Toronto in the world 
series and Cyclone Taylor had decided to take up 
residence in Vancouver, after he and Frank 
Patrick had shaken hands on a deal. That’s how 
it was done in those days, a man's word was 
accepted. Players didn’t need an agent and a 
lawyer to get them miliion-dollar contracts, duly 
signed, as we witness today. 



FRED “CYCLONE” TAYLOR ... in his 
prime with Vancouver Maroons, in Lester's 
opinion, and many others, the greatest 
hockey player in the sports’ history. He 
could score goals skating backwards. In 
1914 he scored 24 goals and 15 assists in 16 
games, the following year he had 23 goals 
and 22 assists, in 1916, he again lead the 
i league, scoring 22 goals and 13 assists in 18 
games. The next year he had 32 goals and 11 
assists, an amazing performance. 


THE FIRST WORLD WAR was on and the 
Patricks found financing a problem, so they 
brought into being a new word — "Playoffs." 

This was to heap much abuse on them, but 
they were becoming quite used to it. They had 
been accused of running syndicated hockey, 
which, to a miner degree, was a fact. 

Before the seasons opened they would assess 
the strength of each club and make sure they 
were evenly balanced, then turn them loose and 
“may the best team win.” 

There was, however, no way to forecast 
what injuries the players might suffer, which 
would upset the balance. Critics even suggested 
that undercover jockeying went on and the Pa¬ 
tricks made sure that the clubs would finish in a 
wild scramble for first place, ensuring good gate 
receipts. This type of criticism riled the father, 
Joseph, a devout Methodist, who taught Sunday 
School and who considered his integrity beyond 
reproach. 

I RECALL the time when the Seattle Mets 
were having financial trouble and Pete Muldoon. 
their manager, suggested he could increase in¬ 
come at the gate by playing games there on 
Sundays, an accepted practice today, but Joseph 
turned thumbs down on it and said there would 
be no games on Sundays as long as he was in 
charge. He took his losses and kept the Faith. 

k also recall Lester’s reaction to the ciiti- 
cism of the playoffs. 

"They say we’re having them just to make 
more money,” he told me one time. “What do 
.hey think were’s in business for. To make 
money certainly and we don’t like losing it. Show 
business is risky and hockey is part of it. Some 
day playoffs will be understood and be accept¬ 
ed.” 

How true. Today we are being swamped by 
them. 

When the 1924-25 season rolled around and 
Victoria had a cracking good club, having ab¬ 
sorbed the best players of the Seattle Mets. That 
club had to fold when its arena was converted 
into a large garage, and parking in downtown 
Seattle was at a premium. The playoffs were 
extremely valuable to this city. 

The league was unusually strong, the Big 
Four clubs on the Prairies — Edmonton, Calgary 
and Saskatoon — having been stripped of their 
sham amateurism, turrfed pro and. with Vic¬ 
toria, Portland and Vancouver, incorporated the 
Western Canada League. 

WHEN THE SCHEDULE of 28 games had 
finished, Calgary was on top with 34 points, 
Saskatoon was one point behind and Victoria was 
third with 32 points. Victoria defeated Saskatoon 
in the playoffs, a home-and-home series, total 
goals to count, and in the finals Victoria van¬ 
quished Calgary by a single goal, giving it the 
western championship and the right to play 
for the Stanley Cup in the world series in Vic¬ 
toria, with the vaulted Canadiens as their oppo¬ 
nents, , 

The Cougars defeated Canadiens, whose 
players included Georges Vezina in goal, Howie 
Morenz and Auriel Joliat on the forward line and 
the rugged Sprague Cleghorn on defence. 

"Wonder what the people who criticized us 
when we introduced the playoffs think of us 
now." Lester said to me after the final game. 
“Without them Victoria wouldn't have had a shot 
at the Stanley Cup and now we hold it for a 
year.” 

There was a repeat of the Western League 
championship the following year, after a 30- 
game season. Edmonton finished first with 38 
points and Saskatoon was again in second place, 
one point behind the leaders. Victoria had had a 
rough season with many injuries, forcing Lester 
Patrick, at 42 years of age, to climb into his 
playing togs after having put them in a cupboard 
some years earlier. 

HE PROVED A SENSATION in the dying 
moments of the season, scoring important goals. 
In the playoffs, Victoria defeated Saskatoon by 
the odd goal in seven; but Lester had his thumb

broken in Saskatoon and Victoria lost his ser¬ 
vices for the next series against Edmonton. This 
was a tight affair but the Cougars were victors 
in the home-and-home series by a margin of two 

goals. 

It was a proud moment for Victorians. They 
followed with rapt interest the Cougars as 
they proceeded to Montreal for their second 
world series in a row. Once again the playoffs, 
not only produced extra gate receipts for their 
struggling backers, but also enabled the Cou¬ 
gars, third-place finishers at the end of the 
schedule, help bail Lester out of his financial 
troubles, and the players to share in the world 
series melon and augment their meagre sa¬ 
laries. 

I was very close to the Cougars in both world 
series and travelled with them to Montreal, 
which meant I was a witness to the last world 
series played in the west and the last one in 
the east, which was staged in the new Forum in 
Montreal against the Maroons. The Cougars 
didn't fare too well and lost the series, three 
games to one. 

WHEN ONE READS of the fabulous money 
the NHL players make in the various playoffs 
these days, upwards of $30,000 if they finish off 
winning the Stanley Cup, the payments they 
received in the 1925-26 playoffs calls for plenty of 
crying towels. The winners' share was $839.59 
and the losers pocketed $559.. 

That'S those good old days the oldtimers talk 
about. But, if these playoff figures disturb any¬ 
one, w hat would they think about their salaries. I 
remember when Lester signed Frank Fre- 
derickson in 1920 after he had returned to Can¬ 
ada as captain of the Winnipeg Falcons who won 
the world amateur championship. He signed for 
$3,000, less thap the stick boys get in the NHL 
today. In fact, the total payroll for the champion 
Cougars in the final season here, was $21,900 for 


28 games. Frederickson receied $3,500. Clem 
Louglin, the captain, $2,100 the same as paid to 
his partner on defence, Gordon Fraser, Jack 
Walker, Frank Foyston and Hap Holmes, all Hall 
of Famers. each received $2,500 as well as Slim 
Halderson, who was a clubmate of Frederickson 
on the Falcons. Harry Meeking and Gizzy Hart 
each were paid $1,800. Jocko Anderson, whose 
leg was broken in the second period in a collision 
in Montreal with the rugged left-winger. Babe 
Seibert, earned but $1,600 for his season. 

IT HAD BEEN APPARENT to me months 
preceding the Montreal series that the Patricks 
were in a sport that was getting too rich for their 
blood. The transfusion of playoff money had 
sustained them for a few years, but it couldn't 
fend off the demand hockey was making in the 
fertile ice fields of New York, Chicago, Detroit 
and other eastern U.S. cities, where there was 
ample money for expansion. 

I was with Frank and Lester in the Windsor 
Hotel in Montreal when Art Ross came in and 
there was a discussion about some of the Vic¬ 
toria players. I recall one name in particular and 
Ross, while admiring his playing ability and his 
general conduct, wondered if he had the “guts" 
required for the rugged going in the NHL. The 
Patricks countered with the remark that if he 
ever played in that league he would be among the 
top four scorers. 

Other remarks were a tipoff to me that 
something big was brewing. Later Lester admit¬ 
ted to me that my surmise was correct, but, he 
advised: “Keep it under your hat.” 

IN DUE COURSE the sports world was 
stunned by the surprise announcement that the 
Western clubs, Vancouver, Victoria. Edmonton, 
Calgary and Regina, at that time playing in 
Portland, had been sold to the National Hockey 
League. Victoria going to Detroit, Vancouver to 


Chicago and the other players being spread over 
Canadiens, New York Rangers and Boston. 

The price for this large package was $300,000 
and it included such stars as: Frank Boucher, 
Joe Simpson. George Hay, Eddie Shore, Duke 
Keats, Frank Frederickson, Harry Oliver, Art 
Gange, Barney Stanley, Jack Walker, Frank 
Foyston, Hap Holmes. Art Duncan, Hughie Leh¬ 
man. Mickey McKay, Clem Loughlin, Bob 
Trapp, Harry Cameron, Gordon Fraser and 
Lloyd Cook. 

Saskatoon refused to go along with the Pa¬ 
tricks, but their attempt for better prices was 
not successful. They had such players as the 
Coojt brothers. Bill and Bunny, Newsy Lalonde 
and George Hainsworth, who finally landed as 
goalie with Canadiens. 

Imagine the prices those players would 
bring on the hockey market today! And think of 
the salaries they could command, even without a 
lawyer by their side. 

THE STANLEY CUP playoffs in 1917-18 set 
an all-time low record for the melon split, when 
Canadiens received but $98 a man and the 
Seattle Mets’ take was but $162. It was a disas¬ 
trous series all around. Canadiens came west to 
play in Seattle and the influenza epidemic was in 
full stride. Each team had managed to win two 
games with the players they could muster and 
another was tied, due to total exhaustion. The 
condition of Joe Hall, the aggressive Canadien 
defenceman, deteriorated suddenly and he was 
dead in a few hours. With other players badly- 
affected and few fans able to patronize the 
games the officials decided to call the series off. 
and no winner was declared. It was the only time 
that this occurred in the world series. After the 
expenses of bringing Canadiens west and taking

MR. CHRIS 

Merchant Prince of B.C. 


“ Recently, I had the plea¬ 
sure of meeting and talking 
with a woman who at one time 
used to work for the man who 
was known as the Merchant 
Prince of British Columbia. 
That was nearly 40 years ago, 
but to her, he will always be 
remembered just as — Mr. 
Chris. 

This Mr. Chris was, of course, Christopher 
Spencer, the eldest son of that David Spencer 
who was the founder of what amounted to the 
first chain of department stores in B.C. and 
Alberta. 

DAVID SPENCER, the elder, was born at 
St. Atham, Glamorganshire, in South Wales. He 
came of farming stock, and his family had 
farmed the same land for many generations. 
The Spencers were truly sons of the soil. 

David himself was, however, of a bookish 
temperament and had strong religious leanings. 
Indeed, in his young manhood, he was said to 
have done quite a lot of circuit preaching in the 
land of his birth. 

Somehow this makes it all the more strange, 
that, at the age of 25, he should suddenly forsake 
his known way of life, and set sail for the New 
World. And even stranger still that what lured 
him here was the thought of gold. However, 
though he did find riches in the new land, he did 
not actively seek for gold, for, following that 
interminably long trip, first by sail to New York, 
and thgn down the Eastern seaboard and across 
the Isthmus of Panama to sail northward again 
up the Pacific and finally to Vancouver Island, 
he must have decided that the certainties of a 
business career far outshone an ephemeral pot 
of gold. 

SPENCER MUST, I think, have always been 
a man of vision, and also a man who did not 
despise hard work, and in a new country he knew 
he would have to work more than hard. Also, 
when the time came later, he instilled his 
thoughts about the benefits of work into his 
children. 

It was 1862 when he first set foot on Vancou¬ 
ver Island. He was on his own, and history does 
not record what he did to earn a living during the 
first year or so. However, it is well known that in 
1864 he started in business on his own. 

Having regard to his known preferences, it is 
not at all surprising that the business Spencer 
started should have to do with books. So it was 
that the Colonist of the day reported, “Mr. D. 
Spencer of Government Street has opened a 
reading room and library. The charge to sub- 
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scribers is only one dollar per month." Actually 
the business world was by no means new to this 
man, since after finishing hi$ grammer school 
education in Wales, he had been apprenticed for 
five years in a drapery shop or, as we say here, a 
dry-goods store. Thus the 25-year-old Spencer 
knew a great deal about running a business, 
though in the first instance he chose books rather 
than vard goods. 

MEANWHILE. IN 1863, young Emma 
Lazenby arrived in Esquimalt in the sailing ship, 
Robert Lowe. Four years later in June of 1867, 
she and David Spencer were married in the 
Parsonage of the old Methodist Church at Broad 
and Pandora. Eleven months later, in May 1868, 
their first child, Christopher, was bom. Thus a 
dynasty was founded, for the Spencers had a 
large family, 13 children in all. Of these, the five 
sons, Christopher, David, William, Deans, and 
Victor, all went into their father’s business. 

The lending library on Government Street 
gradually grew until Spencer was selling books 
as well as lending them, and such items as 
Christmas and greeting cards were added to the 
stock. 

In 1873, the go-ahead man from Wales 
made use of his dry-goods knowledge by going 
into partnership with William Denny. 

Their store was on the comer of Fort and 
Douglas and was known as Victoria House. 
Incidentally, this William Denny was not of the 
same family who later, during the first quarter 
of this century, founded the well-known Stan¬ 
dard Furniture on Yates Street. In William 
Denny’s obituary in 1905, he is said to have 
"established the first dry-goods store in the 
City." Also, the same obituary noted that his son, 
George, at one time worked for the Colonist 
before becoming correspondent for Associated 
Press in Russia. 

SO, GRADUALLY, what was to become the 
Spencer empire came into being. It would seem 
that the partnership with Denny was but a 
stepping stone on the way, for in 1882, David 
Spencer went into business for himself, building

a new store which he named Commerce House 
By this time his oldest son, Chris, at 14 years old 
was considered old enough to go into the business 
with his father. 

Shop work was not new to him, since from a 
very early age he had learned to make himself 
helpful around the store after school hours. Thus 
he was the first of the sons to join in the family 
business. It would seem that, in order to be a 
success, a large family of sons was of more than 
a little help! 

Following an ever expanding trend, a 
Spencer store was opened in Nanaimo in 1890 
Then, in 1906, Christopher Spencer opened a 
branch store in Vancouver. That small store 
was. in the course of time, to grow until it finally 
covered a whole city block on Vancouver’s Hast¬ 
ings Street. 

MR. CHRIS WAS 39 years old when he first 
moved to Vancouver, and though in the early 
years he continued to come home to Victoria 
every weekend, he finally settled permanently in 
Vancouver, in a house he called Ty-Celyn, natu 
rally a Welsh name. He became president of the 
David Spencer's Stores on his father's death in 
1920. and he continued to attend the Vancouver 
store on Hastings Street every day until the 
merchandising empire was sold to the T. Eaton 
Company in 1948. He was, at that time, 80 years 
old. 

David Spencer, who in his youth had given so 
much of his time to circuit preaching, never lost 
his strong faith and his desire to do good for 
others. He, like the first Eaton, was a Methodist 
and remained so all his days. During his life 
time, he was to see the opening of seven stores in 
addition to the Victoria original. These were at 
Nanaimo, New Westminster, Chilliwack, Dun¬ 
can, Vancouver, Mission and Courtenay. There 
was also one in Alberta. 

He was to witness, too, the burning down of 
the Victoria Spencer store in 1910, and the 
rebuilding. Yet, through it all, he did not forget 
his firm beliefs and his desire to give help where 
help was needed, and he passed his beliefs on to 
his children. Among the many things he is 
remembered for is the fact that he played a 
large part in the incorporation of the Protestant 
Orphanage here. 

BUT IS IS CHRISTOPHER Spencer, his 
oldest son, who has really sparked my interest in 
the Spencer family, and the reason for this 
stems to the fact that I've been able to talk with 
somebody who was once a waitress in the dining 
room at Spencer’s in Vancouver. She tells me 
that it was known as the Marina Room, and while 
she worked there it fell to her lot to serve "Mr 
Chris" every day when he came in to lunch. 

Perhaps, here in Victoria, “Mr. Chris" may 
not have been quite so well known among the 
brothers, since Vancouver was his permanent 
home from 1911 onward. But still Victoria al 
ways remained very close to his heart for it had 
been his birthplace, and his boyhood was spent in 
the old family home on the corner of Belleville 
and Government Street where the Provincial 
Archives now stand. 

Later, of course, the family moved to the

fine home on Mos^" Street to which they gave 
the Welsh name of Llan Oderwen, which means 
“under the oaks". At a much later date, Chris¬ 
topher Spencer and his younger sister, Sara, 
were to donate that fine old mansion to be used 
as an art centre. It is now the Art Gallery of 
Greater Victoria, although it has been added 
onto considerably. 

Indeed, it was as late as November of 1976 
that Miss Sara Spencer, then 91 years old, turned 
the sod for a further expansion to the Art Gallery 
for which her family was responsible. Mr. Chris 
and Miss Sara between them also built Spencer- 
house on Cook Street to house welfare organiza 
tions. Another of his projects was the donation of 
a large sum of money to establish scholarships 
under the Spencer Foundation at U.B.C. 

THROUGHOUT HIS LIFE, "Mr. Chris" did 
many good works, and travelled far and wide in 
his work. In the early days of the Spencer stores, 
practically everything was imported from Eng¬ 
land. and when he was old enough it fell on him to 
travel to England and other countries on buying 
trips. It has been said that when asked what his 
line of business was. his invariable reply woyld 
be — “I am a shopkeeper on Hastings Street. 
Vancouver.” And that held good whether he was 
in London or New York. Also, quite early on, he 
grew a small goatee beard in an effort to make 
himself look older than he was. He retained that 
beard to the end of his life. 

Christopher Spencer must have been a man 
of great energy , for besides his philanthropic 
endeavors and his stores, he was also a director 
of the B.C. Railway, known then as the P.G.E'., 
and for five years was president of the line. He 
held directorships in the Bank of Nova Scotia 
and the Pacific Coast Fire Insurance Co., and 
was, at one time, president of the Times Pub¬ 
lishing Company until the family sold to Victoria 
Press. He was also awarded the C.B.E. by the 
late King George VI for his war efforts during 
the Second World War. 

BUT ALL THESE things were what ap 
peared in thapublic eye. Thus, it was pleasant to 
sit and talk with one of his sometime employees, 
and to learn what this man had been like to work 
for. She. who desires to be nameless because in 
her opinion it is her late boss w ho should have the 
story, tells me that one could not wish for a 
better employer. She recalls that, seeing him on 
a daily basis for so long, she thought him .the 
most even tempered and kindly of men. 


“Also," she says, “he never forgot a name. 
Of course he knew me because I always served 
him lunch. But it wasn't just me. He knew us ail 
and was interested in us, and he always called us 
by our names — which he never forgot. And 
that’s not bad when you think of all the hundreds 
of people who worked for him." 

She also recalls the annual dinners of- the 
Spencer’s Remnants. This, she thinks, was origi¬ 
nally a group of Spencer employees who re¬ 
turned from the First World War, and still 
during her time, were holding their annual 
Christmas dinners at which she was one of the 
waitresses.

She thinks, however, that there was also a 
luncheon for these men on a once a month basis, 
and naturally their numbers were augumented 
following the Second World War. Chris Spencer 
knew all about war and its sorrows, (or of his 
three sons, his eldest boy, Evan, was killed in the 
war, and another son also died while still in his 
teens. 

BUT THE PEOPLE who knew this man in 
their working lives, remember him most for his 
kindly humanity and his bright, twinkly eyes 
which, to some, seemed to hold a special puckish 
humor. 

Spencer's became known as a family store, 
and this was not only because the organization 
was headed by an outstanding family, but be¬ 
cause also, whole families came to work there, 
and were welcomed. “You would find sometimes 
as many as four or five from the same family 
working there." I am told. “Then there were the 
sale days. One used to be called the nine cent 
sale because you could buy a gingerbread for 
nine cents. Other busy times were the sales 
called Spencer Days which were held once a 
month, and then the day after there was always 
another sale called a Spencer Thank-you Day." 

But perhaps my informant's fondest 
memory is of the great banquet given in honor of 
her boss on May 17, 1948. on his eightieth birth¬ 
day. Three hundred employees attended that 
banquet at which a 100 pound cake held 80 
candles. The cake was baked in the store's own 


bakery and the dinner was held in the dining 
room where my friend Ivy served as a waitress. 
Mr. Chris had long been known as 'the merchant 
prince of B.C.,' and at this dinner it was said of 
him: “It is not important how long a man has 
lived, but how well he has lived. Mr. Chris 
epitomizes a life well lived." 

AND ON THAT OCCASION, this man re¬ 
called many things. He could look Back to the 
days when his father's store in Victoria offered 
“Gowns of English Longcloth at 65 cents each. 
Cambric skirts with deep muslin flounces for 
one dollar." Also, he remembered the 50th anni¬ 
versary of the founding of Spencer's first shop 
with its narrow frontage in Victoria. (On that 
■ day. Spencer's bought out the city street car 
service and everyone rode free.) He spoke too of 
the loyalty of the great Spencer family, saying: 
“This business could not havef been built up by 
one man’s work, but only by thi combined effort 
of many. I do not know of anything we could have 
done to have been of more use to the province of 
B.C. or to ourselves.” 

Alas, not too long after that banquet, the 
famous firm of Spencer's came to an end, and 
the newspapers of the day blared: "The great 
department store and mail order business of 
David Spencer's Ltd. with Its nine stores goes to 
the T. Eaton Co." In making the announcement 
after closing time on Tuesday. Nov. 30. 1948, Mr. 
Chris addressed for the last time the 1,500 
employees of the Vancouver store, while in the 
eight other stores similar announcements were 
being made. In speaking of the handover of the 
famous business which had been going strong for 
75 years, he said: “Tomorrow, it will pass into 
other hands. The heavy taxation and succession 
duties found necessary by two world wars have 
made it impossible for most family companies 
suc h as o urs to continue." 

CHRISTOPHER SPENCER, the man whose 
father founded a tiny shop in Victoria so long 
ago. and who lived to see that first seed grow into 
a mighty empire, was truly one of the "Greats’' 
in B.C. history. He died in Vancouver on May 31, 
1953, at the age of 85 years. 

It is all a long time ago now, but his philos¬ 
ophy in life is well worth noting. It was this: “If 
you want to be happy, don't pursue happiness as 
a goal. Just work hard, think of others as well as 
yourself, and be human."

TEA AND CRUMPETS 


at the Van Horne? 


The stately pile of the Em¬ 
press Hotel has now looked 
out over the Inner Harbor for 
more than 70 years; yet prob¬ 
ably few people are aware that 
its construction was well ad¬ 
vanced before its name was 
announced. 

The idea of filling in the upper part of James 
Bay and building a large tourist hotel on the site 
first became a subject of public discussion in the 
early years of this century. 

SINCE COMPLETION of the CPR in 1886 and 
its extension to Vancouver the following year, 
there had been a steady stream of well-to-do 
British travellers going round the world via the 
'all red route,” and nearly all of them had been 
much impressed by the many charms of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Most of them stayed at the Driard Hotel (now 
Eaton's department store), which had a high 
reputation for comfort and good food; but the 
idea occurred to some far-seeing Victoria citi¬ 
zens that another first-class hotel nearer the 
harbor would also attract visitors. 

AMONG THOSE who saw the possibilities 
were J. W. Troup and George Henry Barnard. 
Troup, born in Portland, Oregon in 1855, had 
once been the captain of a stern-wheeler on the 
Columbia River. 

Later, he had worked for the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Navigation Company, and when this was 
taken over by the CPR in 1901 he became the 
general manager of all CPR ships on the Pacific 
coast. He was one of the first Victoria citizens to 
own a motor car. 

Barnard, a lawyer, was the son of the man 
w ho had organized the famous Barnard Express, 
whose stage coaches carried travellers from the 
coast to the Cariboo for more than 50 years. 
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Troup persuaded the CPR to build a fast ferry 
to carry passengers between Vancouver, Vic¬ 
toria, and Seattle, and the first Princess Vic¬ 
toria. built at Newcastle-on-Tyne. arrived on the 
Pacific coast in 1903. Barnard stood successfully 
for the Victoria city council in 1902 (he was to 
become mayor in 1904), and was soon actively 
agitating fcfr his grand design. 

IN AUGUST 1903 the Council passed a resolu¬ 
tion in favor of an agreement with the CPR by 
which the company would build an hotel on the 
Inner Harbor in return for tax concessions. The 
following summer, the voters of the city ap¬ 
proved this plan by a margin of 1205 to 46. and as 
the company, headed by Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy, was also satisfied with the terms, con¬ 
struction began almost immediately. 

The bridge across James Bay was replaced 
by a solid wall and he water behind it pumped 
out. The former mud-flats were then filled in 
with rock brought from a considerable distance 
by teams of patient horses. (There were of 
course no trucks or bulldozers at this time). It 
took much longer than expected for the contrac¬ 
tor, J.L. Skene, to complete the work, as the 
ground proved too soft to provide a solid founda¬ 
tion. The hotel had to be based on a large number 
of piles driven down more than 100 feet into the 
mud. The cost, originally estimated at $300,000. 
eventually amounted to several times that fig¬ 
ure. 

BY THE SUMMER of 1905. a fair amount of 
progress had been made, but one feature of the 
hotel had not yet been decided: its name. Every¬ 
body felt that something both distinctive and 
impressive was essential, but the CPR made no 
pronouncement on the subject, and in the mean¬ 
time a lively public debate sprang up in the daily 
press. 

One of the first to express an opinion was the 
architect of the hotel, Francis Rattenbury. He 
declared in an interview that the name was “a 
question that bristles with many difficulties." 
and went on to outline some of the considerations 
involved. 

“We must have a name at once dignified, 
attractive and in a manner descriptive: a name, 
for example, with old historical associations 


attaching to it: an ancient family name for 
choice, bearing with it a coat-of-arms which 
could be emblazoned on its facade, its cutlery 
and table services in the manner of high class 
hotels elsew here" 

THIS SUGGESTED to Rattenbury naming 
the hotel The Douglas Arms. However he recog¬ 
nized that it was “the sort of name adopted by 
places of lesser consequence." Rattenbury was 
also partial to The Hotel Van Horne, recognizing 
the contributions of William Cornelius Van 
Horne to the creation of the CPR system. Van 
Horne, born in 1843 in a log cabin in illinois. had 
at one time been general manager of the CPR 
and was currently chairman of its board of 
directors. However there was already an hotel in 
Winnipeg named after him. and Rattenbury felt 
that one was enough.*, 

The famous architect had some other sugges¬ 
tions. “It would be a good idea to get His Maesty 
King Edward to plant an oak for us, having it 
shipped out for replanting, and name the hotel 
The Royal Oak. But that again has its objections, 
and through constant use has become hackneyed 
and has lost something of its dignity." 

THE SAN JUAN DE FUCA has been suggest¬ 
ed, but is rather too much of a mouthful, besides 
having other euphonic objections. As for Camo- 
sun, about which you ask me — well, it certainly 
has local color, but the reference is obscure and 
little known, and altogether would hardly an¬ 
swer the purpose." 

A few days later Rattenbury was criticized by 
someone hiding his identity behind the name 
“Beaver". He said that Camosun was by no 
means an obscure word, and denounced "Mr 
Rattenbury’s lack of information on the rudi¬ 
ments of B.C. history." 

Camosun was in Beaver's view an excellent 
name, as "it is at once historic, descriptive, 
distinctive and sonourous. and above all on the 
face of it shows its ancient Indian origin. More 
than any other it is associated with this place, 
because as Fort Camosun it is. or was, the 
foundation of our own town and is the name 
given by the Indians to the Gorge." Beaver noted 
that the Union Steamship Company had recently 
named four of its ships Capilano. Como.v. Co¬ 
quitlam and Camosun.

A FEW l)AVS later another letter w riler. this 
time concealing himself behind the letter W. 
suggested The Esquimalt. He said that "this 
name needs no special advertising: it is known 
the world over. Every British sailor and soldier 
can tell where Esquimalt is. and some of them 
may be found in every quarter of the earth.' 

Another correspondent. Old Resident, provid¬ 
ed a long list of possible names. These included 
various British officials of the colonial era, such 
as (Iranville. Newcastle, Monck. Lome and 
Minto. Kennedy and Musgravc, two former got 
ernors of the area when it was not yet part of 
Canada, would also be satisfactory. So would 
names connected with a still earlier time: Nool- 
ka. Meares. Barkley. Quadra. Tsimsian. Beater • 
and Juan de Kuca. Old Resident also suggested 
Palliser (presumably not John Palliser who 
explored the prairies in the middle of the nine 
teenth century, but Admiral Henry Palliser. 
commander of the Esquimalt naval base at the 
turn of the century). 

He rounded out his list with Dunsmuir. the 
coal magnate. Shaugnessy and James Bay. 

ON THE EAST DAY of August the Colonist . 
gave its own views on the subject. Its editor 
agreed that there were many good names avail¬ 
able. Among them was Alexandra, as "a compli¬ 
ment to our present fair queen." On the otner 
hand. "Bulweror Eytton would suitably memori¬ 
alize the work done in connection with the 
organization of British Columbia by one who was 
the ablest and most brilliant of colonial secre¬ 
taries." 

Another possibility was Carnarvon, as a trib¬ 
ute to the noble lord who had helped to arbitrate 
new terms for the completion of the railway 
after it had become obvious that it could not be 
finished in the time originally agreed upon. Lord 
Dufferin. the third governor general of Canada 
and the first to visit B.C.. would also he suitable 
(there was already tuJfacom a flti fc jf the east 
calk'd The Countess Dufferi n# a , 

TwoearJi«jmvq|np^^t|6«iTTva. Blanshard 
and DotflasTrW^JIT af*Tt Wjjnod, though there 
were perhaps alroaiftl^nougjwjtaccs in the area 
named after DouglaO'sticfi'aV'iames Bay. 
James Island and Mount Douglas Park. The 
name of the genial French-Canadian lieutenant- 
governor of the province. Sir Henri Joly de 
Lotbiniere. was also a possibility, as was that of 
Lord Aberdeen, who was currently developing 
the Okanagan valley into a source of cattle and 
fruit. 

ON THE WHOLE, the Colonist preferred 
Camosun. It avoided personalities, and had close 
historical connections with the area.,being the 
name by which the Indians had called it. 

A few days later, a final suggestion was put 
forward by another letter-writer; that of Presi 
dent Theodore Roosevelt. His qualifications 
were that he was “a ripping good soldier, our 
cousin and philanthropist to whom all the world, 
especially English-speaking, are at present look 
ing w ith admiration and affection." 

And there, for the moment, the matter rested. 
Then on Sept. 19 Sir Thomas Shaugnessy . presi 
dent of the CPR. visited Victoria, inspected the 
work done so far on the hotel and look a trip on 
the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway, also des 
lined before long to become part of the CPR 
system. 

HE THEN GAVE an interview to the Colonist, 
and in it finally revealed the name selected for 
the new hotel: The Empress. 

Sir Thomas gave no reasons for this choice, 
nor did he outline the reasoning or discussion 
which had led up to it; but for all that, the 
appropriateness of the name was recognized at 
once. Queen Victoria, the first British monarch 
to bear this title, had been dead for several 
years, but it had been in her long reign that 
Victoria was founded and named after her. 
developing within sixty years into a beautiful 
and flourishing modern city. 

THE EMPRESS it would be. and long after 
Troup. Barnard and Lord Shaugnessy had de 
scended into the grave, the Empress it would' 
remain. 

Meanwhile, work on the hotel continued, but 
it was not till Jan. 20.1908, that the Empress first 
opened its doors to the general public, under the 
management of Stewart Gordon. It was at once 
pronounced a masterpiece of comfort and ele¬ 
gance. and so rapidly did it fill up that two years 
later 71 more rooms were added to its north side 
Vet another wing, this time on the south side and 
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cnnlainjng a hundred rooms, was added in 191.1. 
while the "new north wing", containing 273 
rooms, was opened late in 1929. just in time for 
the Great Depression. 

BY THIS TIME, the fact that other names 
had once been considered for the famous hotel 
was largely forgotten. Indeed, some of those 
once proposed for it might have been hard for 
the average citizen to identify . For all that, they 


were once familiar to most Victorians, and there 
had, perhaps, been a slight possibility that one of 
them would be selected. If so. who knows? 
Perhaps the dowagers and hippies (or flora and 
fauna, to give them their technical names) 
might today be contentedly ingesting "tea and 
crumpets at the Van Horne.”

Mrs. Dibble is daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hjalmer Jacobson, he the nephew of Capt. Vic¬ 
tor Jacobson of shipping fame, and Mrs. Jacob¬ 
son the daughter. Marion (Mamie), of Mr. and 


Mrs. Fred Fell, and granddaughter of James 
Fell, 1886-87 Mayor of Victoria. 

Mrs. Fred Fell was Elizabeth, daughter of a 
pioneer Saanich farming family. 

IN ADDITION to daughter Mamie, a belle of 
her time, active in music and charitable affairs, 
including the Jubilee Hospital's famed Daugh¬ 
ters of Pity, the Fred Fells had a son. Bob. 
popular, handsome athlete, who gave his life 
with the Canadian forces in the 1914-18 war. 

For years the Fred Fell home was on the 
north side of Pandora, just east of Cook, then a 
fair distance from the hustle and bustle of 
downtown. 

Fell's, at the northeast corner of Broad and 
Fort, for long was a most fashionable grocery 
establishment — serving Victoria's elite. 


If whatever it was came from Fell's it was 
the best (hat could be had. 

IN THOSE DAYS the master of the house¬ 
hold usually ordered the groceries, personally, 
so Fell's was a gathering place for Victoria's 
most important male citizens. 

If the man of the house did not approve of 
certain items on the list of the lady of the house 
he simply crossed off those items and that was 
that — no questions asked — or so I'm told. 

Fell's later became Copas and Young, and in 
the 1930s was taken over by Spencer's (now 
Eaton's). 

A Victoria West school picture has some 
names on the back — Sam Crocker, Jack Bat- 
tersby, Jim McArthur, Charlie Fairall, Jack 
Bland. Percy Wilson, Jack Davie, Margaret

CAPT. JOHN T. WALBRAN was a well 
known B.C. coast steamship master and was 
skipper of the federal government steamer Qua 
dra. 

He took north in Quadra, as far as Skagway. 
the Governor-General of Canada. Earl Grey and 
suite, en route to Dawson in the Yukon. 

Capt. Walbran is best remembered as the 
author of British Columbia Coast Names, the 
originals of which are worth a great deal, though 
there are now reprints. 

If you w ant to know the history of practically 
any place name on this coast just consult Wal¬ 
bran andIhe chances are you'll find it. 

One of Capt. Walbran's daughters was the 
wife of Napier A. P. Denison, for years superin 
tendenl of the federal government's meteorlogi- 
cal observatory atop Gonzales Hill. 

On the back of the Walbran picture is writ¬ 
ten. in his hand: "Mr. and Mrs. Fell, with John T 
Walbran's kind regards. July. 1896."

JOHN HART WAS an immigrant, fresh 
from Ireland, in 1898, when he entered into 
Victoria's athletic life — before he went into 
polities and reached the top. 

In the pictures of boys-and bicycles. Jack 
Hart doesn't seem to have a bike of his own, so 
he leans on a pal's. 

He was first elected to the legislature in 1916, 
under Premier Harlan Carey Brewster, was 
soon Minister of Finance under Premier John 
Oliver. 

/ In 1924 he left politics, but returned in 1933, 
and again was finance minister, this time under 
Premier Thomas Dufferin Patlullo. 

In 1941 he succeeded Patlullo as premier, 
leaving that office in 1947. sitting one session as 
a backbencher, and at the 1949 session was Mr. 
Speaker — and then he bowed out of public life 
for good. He died in 1957. 


THE SAN PEDRO was a coal carrier, run 
ning between Nanaimo and San Francisco under 
charter to the Dunsmuir empire. 

She ran hard aground on Brolchie Ledge, off 
the Dallas Road waterfront, near Ogden Point. 

Several conventional attempts were made to 
float her. but she stubbornly remained fast for 
several years, being alw ays a sight to behold 

In a storm most of the townsfolk hurried to 
Dallas Road to see if San Pedro would topple off 
her perch, and go to the bottom but she never 
did. and it was a mystery why not. 

Finally, she was dynamited off. and a light 
and buoy placed on the Ledge, named for Capt 
Brotchie. early-day harbormaster of Victoria. 

There are in the Dibble collection many- 
more wonderful old pictures, of people and 
places and big events in Victoria which, it is to be 
hoped, will be published in The Islander in due 
course.

One of the great Eagle 
Owls, it will take any prey it feels capable of 
handling as it glides silently through the forest. 

The Snowy Owl is another rare tourist and a 
sighting is a real feather in the cap of the 
notebook and binocular set for it is a bird of the 
northern tundra. What probably happens is that 
the suicidal march of the lemmings coupled with 
the seven year cycle of the Snowshoe Rabbit 
combine to produce short commons for the 
Snowy Owl and he heads south in search of a 
better lunch counter. 


THE CUTE LITTLE Saw Whet Owl is only 
seven inches tall and likes to roost in evergreens 
and thickets. It is quite common but only hunts 
at night which is why we so seldom see it. It owes 
its name to the peculiar call it makes. 

And speaking of calls, the night flying owls 
use them to talk with each other, warning 
intruders to keep out of the melon patch. Some 
are very vocal and seem to have developed quite 
a language. For most of their lives owls are 
solitary birds and are not very tolerant towards 
others in their hunting area. Oddly enough, 
they often share communal roosts. Owls are 
good and attentive parents and will fiercely 
protect their young from any real or fancied 
danger. 


WITH OUR USUAL bumbling attitude to¬ 
wards the wild we tend to think of its members 
as having our attributes and being friendly and 
kind to each other — we aren't really, but we 
like to think so. 

The owls are not so foolish and are fierce and 
efficient hunters, well equipped with special 
talons and a cruel beak. They have other specia 
lized equipment, too. 

Their fixed eyes dilate >io that they can see in 
the dark but this means they must turn their 
heads to see. It is quite a shock for some people 
to see an owl turn its head in almost a complete 
circle. 

Owls, of necessity, have extremely acute 
hearing which is helped by the peculiar dish 
shape of the facial feathers. It is a sort of para 
bolic reflector and how many thousands of years 
did it take us humans to invent that? They are 
well camouflaged, too. which probably explains 
why you and I so seldom see them during 
daylight. Often it is only the blink of an eye 
which gives them away when sitting in a tree

It is funny that talkative people are never 
considered to be wise, probably because by 
talking so much they only show their igno¬ 
rance. 

It's the same with birds and animals. Nobody 
ever considers a squirrel or a jay as wise, do 
they? Cartoonists love to show owls in their 
cartoons. Funnily enough it is almost always as 
a schoolmaster — not that schoolies are nearly 
as wise as they would have us believe! 


IF YOU HAVE a daughter the chances are 
she is or has been a Brownie. And we all know 
they call their leaders Brown Owl or Tawny 
Owl because they, also are supposed to be 
wise. 

Owls have a world wide distribution except 
in the Antarctic and a few islands. According to 
the eggheads it is one of the oldest birds, going 
back for millions of years. I guess we can’t argue 
with them for we weren't around then, although 
some nasty minded friends sometimes suggest 
that I probably was! 

OWLS ARE FOUND everywhere — forests, 
woodlands, open country and even deserts and 
Arctic tundra. They come in a variety of sizes, 
too, from the sparrow sized little Elf Owl to the 
great Eagle Owls which may stand two feet tall. 
Their diet is almost as varied, ranging from 
insects to jackrabbits and other small mammals 
as well as some birds and the odd snake. 

Around Victoria we are blessed with seven 
species of owls: Bam Owl, Screech Owl, Great 
Homed Owl, Snowy Owl. Pygmy Owl, Short 
Eared Owl and the Saw Whet Owl. Only the Saw- 
Whet and the Screech Owls are considered as 
permanent residents, though. v

care of them in Seattle, there was little money 
for the players and Canadiens returned home 
with but $98 to show for their three-week trip. 

Next season Seattle, fully recovered from 
this unfortunate series, won the Western League 
in a walk and then proceeded to trounce Vancou¬ 
ver in the playoffs, seven goals to three. They 
went east for the Stanley Cup series but were 
unsuccessful. After that their star waned due to 
the overpowering Maroons out of Vancouver. 
When they were broken up in 1923 Victoria 
benefited, gaining some of their best players. 
Seattle, however, did win the Stanley Cup in 
1916-17. 

VICTORIANS, AS WELL as hockey fans 
throughout the west, had a difficult time reco¬ 
vering from the shock of the sale of the teams. 
While they grumbled many times over the ac¬ 
tions of the Patricks, they had to admit that they 
had provided them with major league hockey 
and three of the cities, Victoria, Vancouver and 
Seattle not only had seen their teams play in the 
world series, but each had won the Stanley Cup, 
quite a conquest for lotus land, and, they didn't 
have to sit in rinks where natural ice was used. 

They sat in relative comfort where artificial 
ice was provided and they kept the windows 
closed. They had seen in action most of the great 
players who are now installed in hockey's Hall of 
Fame. Never again would we see that type of 
hockey, except on TV, or when we could find the 
shekels to make a trip to a metropolitan centre 
where they can afford to spend the millions of 
dollars required to sponsor such clubs. 

After a long association with the Patricks, 
and, having written hundreds of stories about 
them, I now have great satisfaction in knowing 
that “Old Joe", as we affectionately called the 
father, and his two sons, with their wives, rest 
side-by-side on a grassy slope in Royal Oak 
Burial Park. 

AFTER THE BIG DEAL, the Patricks ga¬ 
thered some of the money unto themselves and a 
new home was built for "Old Joe" and his wife, 
Grace, on Joan Crescent, not far from Craigdar- 
roeh Castle, where they celebrated their Golden 
Wedding Anniversary. 

When “Old Joe" had been an alderman in 
this city, he had been a supporter of closing the 
Ross Bay Cemetery and the purchase of land at 
Royal Oak for a joint cemetery with Saanich. 
He purchased 11 plots, one for each of his family. 
He had hoped that they would all remain In this 
area and they would be accommodated at Royal 
Oak when the Grim Reaper paid his call.

OWLS HAVE A rather peculiar type of inter¬ 
nal economy that is, I believe, unique to their 
species. They swallow mice and other small 
animals whole then, after the stomach has di¬ 
gested all it needs, the fur, teeth, bones and 
other indigestibles are neatly bundled into sau¬ 
sage shaped little bundles and regurgitated — a 
sort of built in garbage disposal unit.

It is a pity they are 
so shy for they do make a most fascinating 
study.

ANSWER TO 
IASI WEEK’S PUZZLE 
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Admiral Bucknam Pasha 
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SAILOR of FORTUNE 


Some fascinating charac¬ 
ters have visited Victoria over 
the years. 

Some have been illustri¬ 
ous, others notorious; all 
added to the local scene to a 
varied degree. 


Not all were recognized for their true stature 
while in Victoria. Undoubtedly few of those 
Victorians who, in the spring of 1915, read of the 
death of Vice-Admiral Bucknam Pasha, Turkish 
navy, realized that the admiral had once been a 
frequent visitor to these shores. 

ADMIRAL BUCKNAM PASHA was not 
Turkish, but a Nova Scotian. For several years 
he operated in the provincial coasting trade, as 
master of the whaleback steamer City of 
Everett, and often called at the provincial capi¬ 
tal. His uncle, Capt. Samuel W. Bucknam, lived 
on Montreal Street. 

Bom Barnsford D. Bucknam, "Bucknam 
Pasha" was remembered by Capt. John P. 
Blain, assistant manager of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Co. Upon news of his friend's death. 
Capt. Blain told a reporter that Bucknam had 
been a born organizer, executive and diplomat, 
as well as "an utterly fearless sailor of for¬ 
tune. 

"To that combination of qualities was due 
his success in building the new Turkish navy. He 
did a great work at Constantinople and deserves 
full credit for the present condition of the Turk¬ 
ish navy." 

TWENTY YEARS BEFORE, Capt. Buck¬ 
nam had been commissioned by Sultan Abdu-I- 
Hamid II to deliver Turkey's newest and largest 
ship of war, the cruiser Medjidia. During the 
voyage from its British builders to the Turkish 
capital, Capt. Blain had served as executive 
officer, with the rank of lieutenant-commander. 
Upon their delivering the cruiser, the sultan, 
greatly impressed by Bucknam’s seamanship, 
personality and character, commissioned him to 
organize a modem navy. Blain, although tempt¬ 
ed by the offer of a high-ranking position, with 
its power and rewards, reluctantly declined. 
Bucknam, however, agreed to build an efficient 
Turkish navy. 

Although 20 years had passed since that 
voyage aboard the Medjidia, Capt. Blain con¬ 
sidered it, and his relationship with Bucknam. to 
be among the highlights of his career. 

“After leaving Hampton Roads,” he re¬ 
counted. "the cruiser headed for St. Thomas, in 
the Danish West Indies, where (he and Buck¬ 
nam) we were officially entertained as repre¬ 
sentatives of the sultan by the Danish officials. 
From St. Thomas, the cruiser went to Punta Del 
Gada in the Azores, where the Portugese offi¬ 
cials turned out to do full honors to the ‘Turkish' 
officers and cruiser.” 

AT ALGIERS the French colonial officials 
also honored the two "Turkish” officers. 

Finally the Medjidia arrived in Constantino¬ 
ple where Bucknam and Blain were warmly- 
received by the sultan, who was so pleased with 
his new ship and their service that he offered 
them commissions. Bucknam accepted; Blain, 
as mentioned, declined what he acknowledged to 
be “a great opportunity for embarking in a naval 
career," despite Bucknam's urging him to stay. 
Blain did agree to remain for several months to 
help his friend begin the massive job of building 
a navy almost from scratch. 

As he had watched, with growing respect, 
Bucknam set to work. Although his maritime 
experience had been confined to merchant ships. 
Bucknam proved to be a natural leader and. 
according to Blain, “developed into a diplomat 
of the first class in no time. He could play the

courtier to perfection and at the same time was a 
stranger to fear. No emergency was too great 
for Bucknam ... his resourcefulness was amaz¬ 
ing. In addition, he always did his own think¬ 
ing.” 

EVENTUALLY BLAIN turned in his fez and 
commission. In New London. Conn., he became 
first officer of the Great Northern liner. Minne¬ 
sota, and proceeded to Seattle where he began 
his career on this coast. 

Bucknam continued in the sultan's service 
and eventually became a naturalized Turkish 
subject. With the start of the First World War he * 
found himself in the ironic position of being in 
command of a navy which was fighting his own 
countrymen, when Turkey sided with Germany. 
The former Nova Scotian then served as a 
valued advisor to the Turkish government after 
he had to resign his commission because of

illness. His death in 1915 ended a colorful and 
adventurous career; one which had taken him 
from Nova Scotia to British Columbia to Turkey, 
from coastal freighter to flagship. 

REV. FRANK GORMAN, as his title would 
suggest, was an entirely different sort of man. 
Sixty-odd years ago, they called him the “Sing¬ 
ing Parson." Awfully-fledged minister of the 
gospel, his unusual approach to religion made 
him a star attraction in Victoria, where he 
demonstrated to citizens how he had exchanged 
the pulpit for the stage. 

For a week, Gorman attracted large audi¬ 
ences to the Pantages Theatre. There, between 
regular vaudeville acts, he sang his way through 
a light sermon before an enraptured audience, 
each of his performances "packing 'em in." 

To a newspaper reporter the native of Ply¬ 
mouth. Eng., explained how he got started in 
"show business." 

He had begun his varied career at the age of 
13, in a large factory. Even at that early age, he 
said, he had found time to prepare himself for 
the ministry. Eventually he was ordained for the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church. In 1909 he landed in 
the United States and, in following years, had 
travelled extensively throughout the western 
states. 

For three years prior to his arrival in Vic¬ 
toria, in the spring of 1915, he had had his own 
church in Portland, Ore. Later he had become 
restless — and hungry. This, he confessed open 
ly. He had left the pulpit, but not the ministry, to 


tour as a singing evangelist-performer, "purely 
on account of the advantages financially. I have 
no hesitation in saying so, and never hedge the 
question. But although I have left the pulpit 1 
have not left the ministry. 

“I STILL THINK that the ministry is the 
highest calling and am doing my best to carry it 
on through my singing as I did before through 
my preaching. In fact. I am sure that I am 
doing a greater ministry in my present work, as 
I have had many letters from members of my 
audience which speak a higher appreciation and 
tell quite directly of results which I have never 
heard expressed about my preaching." 

"Listening to his program this week," wrote 
a reporter, "the critic might think that Mr. 
Gorman had a repertoire limited to Irish songs. 
But this is not so. He sings principally the 
well-loved ballads of the Emerald Isle because 
he finds that they are most popular with his 
audience, but he has many other things, orato¬ 
rio, grand opera, comic songs, American ballads 
and old English airs." 

Gorman's professional debut in Portland, a 
month before, had startled many, including jour¬ 
nalists, one of whom had announced his change 
of course in a bold headline: Portland pastor 
enters vaudeville! 

ACTUALLY, GORMAN'S debut as a profes 
sional singer had been made many years before, 
when he had sung at concerts throughout Ore¬ 
gon. He also had had professional singing les¬ 
sons. 

"Both my father and mother were musical," 
said the singing parson. “My mother sang in the 
choir of a Wesleyan Church at Devonport, and 
my father had a very good tenor. As a boy I used 
to sing parts in oratorio, and can remember 
when I was only seven-years-old taking the part 
of Samuel. So it is not exactly a new experience 
to stand before a big audience and sing." 

His first 22 appearances in Seattle had been 
so successful that, upon completion of his Vic¬ 
toria engagement, the Pantages Theatre man¬ 
agement had signed him to a contract as a 
regular circuit performer. 

“I want to keep my work as dignified as 
possible." declared Rev. Gorman. “As far as 1 
have seen there is a desire on the part of the 
theatre management to give Clean plays and 
clean acts all through, and everyone who comes 
on stage with a higher ideal helps to elevate one 
of the greatest influences in the world today." 

It would seem that many ministers agreed 
with Gorman, as he had received numerous 
letters of endorsement from fellow clergymen. 
They recognized the fact, he said, that a theatre 
attracted a vastly greater audience in an eve¬ 
ning than most churches did on a Sunday.
